H is arrest on murder-for-hire charges was a “set-up,” jail 
food sucks, and his bail is millions of dollars too high, 

Concord doctor Gary A. Parkison told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in an exclusive interview last week. 

Parkison and his lover, Michael Merrill, were arrested June 
4 at a Concord shopping plaza after allegedly making the sec¬ 
ond of two $2,500 payments to an undercover Concord po¬ 
lice detective posing as a hitman. 

The payment was allegedly made after the detective pro¬ 
vided a snapshot of Parkison’s former lover Jim Swan, who 
had been purportedly strangled. Swan cooperated with po¬ 
lice in faking his death for the photo. 

Parkison, who has AIDS as well as Crohn’s disease, also 
said in the Saturday, June 15 interview that in addition to his 
difficulty obtaining a vegetarian diet, he’s also had trouble 
getting medication - and has received just one Tylenol in 
nearly two weeks in custody. 

“Fve been vegetarian almost all my life,” he said. “I can t eat 
meat or I get violently ill. 

“I haven’t had any medication dispensed to me, including 
vitamins. I’m not even going to try for protease inhibitors.” 

He says he has gotten no response to his request 
for a daily ration of Ensure, a nutritional supple¬ 
ment commonly used by people with AIDS. 

“I’m supposed to have six cans of Ensure a day, 
but 1 haven’t gotten any. So I order junk food. I’ve 
gained a little weight, but it’s not good for me.”

Supreme 
Court tosses 
out another 
anti-gay law

T he Supreme Court threw out a 
lower court ruling upholding 
Cincinnati’s law against so-called 
“special protections” for gays and les¬ 
bians Monday, June 17, and said the 
issue must be reheard, a move that 
sparked dissent from three justices. 

Monday’s action “vacated,’’ or 
threw out, the appeals court ruling 
without argument. 

The high court cited last month’s 
landmark ruling about Colorado’s anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2, Romer v. Evans , that 
affirmed gay and lesbian rights. 

But Justice Antonin Scalia dissented, 
joined by his fellow Romer dissenters 
Chief Justice William Rehnquist and 
Justice Clarence Thomas, saying there 
are subtle differences in the two cases. 

“Romer involved a state constitu¬ 
tional amendment prohibiting special 
protection for homosexuals,” Scalia said. 

The Supreme Court’s decision in 
that case held “that homosexuals in a 
city (or other electoral subunit) that 
wishes to accord them special protec¬ 
tion cannot be compelled to achieve a 
state constitutional amendment in 
order to have the benefit of that 
process,” he said. 

But the Cincinnati case “involves a 
determination by what appears to be 
the lowest electoral subunit that it does 
not wish to accord homosexuals spe¬ 
cial protection,” Scalia argued. 

“I would deny (review] in this 
case,” Scalia said, letting stand the 
lower court ruling upholding the city 
ordinance, “or else set the case for ar¬ 
gument to decide for ourselves the 
ultra-Romer issue that it presents.” 

In 1993, Cincinnati voters passed 
the amendment - called Issue 3 - to 
the city charter, which banned efforts 
to “enact, adopt, enforce, or adminis¬ 
ter” any anti-discrimination ordi¬ 
nances aimed at protecting gays, les¬ 
bians and bisexuals. 

Gay rights organizations chal¬ 
lenged the city law in U.S. District 
Court almost immediately afterward,

“The AIDS community has woken up 
and realized there can be no more silence on 
this issue,” Getty said, “because silence 
equals death.

“The world must know the truth: If you 
have a loved one or friend who is facing a 
life-threatening disease, don’t give money to 
the animal rights groups. Ever dollar donat¬ 
ed to them subtracts dollars from AIDS, 
cancer, and Alzheimer’s disease.” 

The event was part of an unprecedented 
coalition of scientists and patient advocates 
united to denounce the animal rights move¬ 
ment as impeding vital, life-saving medical re¬ 
search. The weeklong series of education and 
protest activities will surround an interna¬ 
tional gathering of animal rights advocates. 

Got crypto? Thank ALF 

ACT UP Washington’s Steve Michael re¬ 
called a 1989 attack on an Arizona State Uni¬ 
versity lab studying Cryptosporidium, a wa¬ 
terborne parasite deadly to people with 
compromised immune systems. The Animal 
Liberation Front (ALF) destroyed the 
longterm research, released 1,200 rats, mice, 
and rabbits used in the study, and burned 
the building to the ground. 

“I can’t help but think of a friend of 


mine, Chris Eons from ACT UP Milwau¬ 
kee,” he said, “one of more than a hundred 
people killed by an outbreak of crypto in 
Milwaukee.” Michael wonders if the de¬

Bonding resins c$n be'^pplied to teeth strict¬ 
ly for cosmetic purposes or to protect pr‘repair p tooth. Bonding can 
provide attractive. results, but the material ij| riot as strong as tooth 
enamel, so it can chip and may need replacement periodically. 

Bonded teeth stain more easily, and eating;acid foods can damage 
the bonding resins.

Maitri to break new 
ground this week

aitri Hospice, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s only dedicated 
hospice for people with 
AIDS, will hold a groundbreaking 
ceremony at 401 Duboce Street 
this Friday, June 21. The hospice 
will relocate to the former site of 
the Project Open Hand Food 
Bank from its eight-bed Hartford 
Street location in the Castro in 
January 1997, according to Ken 
Ireland, a member of the group’s 
board of directors. 

The new facility will allow the 
hospice to provide end-stage 
AIDS care to 15 people - in a city 
that currently has only 21 hospice 
beds dedicated to people with 
AIDS, Ireland said. 

Plans for the new facility in¬ 
clude 15 private rooms, two 
lounges, an outdoor courtyard, a 
meditation room, a large living 
and dining room, a commercial 
kitchen, and offices for hospice 
staff. The renovation project is ex¬ 
pected to take about five months. 

The small residential hospice 
was founded in 1987 by openly 
gay Soto Zen Buddhist priest 
Issan Dorsey to be a Buddhist 
presence in the AIDS-ravaged 
Castro district. Maitri has provid¬ 
ed terminal care to 200 people 
since its founding, and often has a 
waiting list of 50 applicants. 

Dorsey, a onetime heroin ad¬ 
dict and female impersonator, 
also founded Hartford Street Zen 
Center. He later died of AIDS-re¬ 
lated lymphoma. 


. Ireland told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the Maitri board had 
explored the possibility of reno¬ 
vating its existing structure at 61 
Hartford Street, a quiet residential 
street in the Castro, but decided to 
seek new quarters instead. 

“We costed out what it would 
take to put in an elevator, make it 
accessible for wheelchairs, and the 
costs were just astronomical,” he 
said. 

The estimated costs of reno¬ 
vating the 401 Duboce Street 
structure to a state of the art facil¬ 
ity is $2.3 million - of which $1.6 
million has been approved 
through federal AIDS housing 
funds. A capital campaign is cur¬ 
rently underway to raise an addi¬ 


tional $1 million for relocation of 
the hospice. 

Friday’s Duboce Street 
groundbreaking will begin with a 
brief Zen Buddhist dedication 
ceremony from 5:30-5:45 p.m., 
followed by a reception and tour 
of the facility. The event is co¬ 
sponsored by California Pacific 
Medical Center and Davies Med¬ 
ical Center. 

At 6:30 p.m. the Maitri board 
will honor Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi for her legislative 
leadership on behalf of people 
with AIDS. ▼

‘John Doe’ arrested for 
Buena Vista Park crime

gpi| olice have arrested a man 
mm they say is responsible for a 
1 string of robberies - and in 
one case, a brutal assault - target¬ 
ing gay men who cruise Buena 
Vista Park. 

Although the suspect identified 
himself as Jeffrey I. Levin, 30, dur¬ 
ing his Tuesday, June 18 arraign¬ 
ment hearing, police say they are 
not certain he is telling the truth, 
so the District Attorney’s office has 
tagged him “John Doe” until his 
true identity is confirmed. 

He was ordered held on 
$100,000 bail on by Municipal 
Court Judge Phillip Moscone, 
pending arraignment. 

Doe was arrested without inci¬ 
dent by Special Investigations Di¬ 
vision Sergeant Marlene Ottone 
June 13, and was booked on 18 
criminal counts - including multi : 
pie felony robbery and grand theft 
charges - for allegedly victimizing 
men after initiating sexual en¬ 
counters with them in the park. 

Doe was also charged with as¬ 
sault and battery after allegedly 
breaking the fingers of one victim. 
The injury was so bad, the victim 
- who confronted Doe about the 
theft - later required painful 
surgery to set the broken bones 
with metal pins. 

In urging Moscone not to re¬ 


lease Doe on his own recog¬ 
nizance, Assistant District Attor¬ 
ney Michael Hartmann said the 
suspect “targeted the gay commu¬ 
nity” and lied about his identity 
and where he lived. 

Although Hartmann said he 
did not know if Doe possessed a 
gun, he informed Moscone that 
the suspect had a .45 caliber bullet 
in his pocket when arrested. 

He also had a crack pipe. 

Hartmann credited Ottone, a 
16-year police veteran, with the 
intense criminal investigation that 
led to Doe’s arrest. And he urged 
other victims of the suspected 
Buena Vista Park predator to 
come forward and talk to police 
“without shame.” 

“This makes me very angry,” 
Hartmann said. “I [usually] pros¬ 
ecute sex crimes and assaults, and 
this is a perfect example of some¬ 
one targeting and then victimiz¬ 
ing a certain group of people. 

“People should know they 
should not feel ashamed or embar¬ 
rassed, or they shouldn’t report 
these crimes, because they hap¬ 
pened in Buena Vista Park,” he said. 

Police suspect there may be at 
least two dozen men victimized 
by the assailant. 

Tainted victims 

Doe allegedly stole wallets, 
keys, and other personal items 
while having sex with his victims 


in the park. 

“And he didn’t just steal their 
identification, he tainted them per¬ 
sonally,” Hartmann said. “That’s 
what’s so wrong about his actions.” 

In one June 4 instance, Doe 
was arrested after allegedly steal¬ 
ing six bottles of Jaegermeister 
liqueur at Andronico’s Market 
near Golden Gate Park. When po¬ 
lice booked him on the charge, 
Doe identified himself as one of 
the Buena Vista Park victims. 

“When arrested by police if 
you give the name or i.d. of an in¬ 
nocent victim that person proba¬ 
bly has no police record and it 
helps with things like bail,” Ottone 
said. 

After an arrest, police enter the 
date into a a computerized crim¬ 
inal identification system. When a 
person using a stolen identity is 
arrested fails to show up for a 
court date - an arrest warrant is 
issued - in the name of the victim. 

“And then the victim has a 
criminal record and doesn’t even 
know it,” Ottone said. T

Women’s conference 
collides with pride weekend

H H 1 ages Due Lesbians 
ljpy| (WDL) has written a let- 
W H ter of protest to the Cal¬ 
ifornia Women’s Agenda (CAWA) 
about a planned statewide confer¬ 
ence scheduled for June 28-30 in 
San Francisco, the same weekend 
as the 

Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual/Transgen- 
der Pride Celebration parade. 

The conference, entitled “The 
California Women’s Agenda: 
Bringing the Beijing Platform to 
the Grassroots of California” also 
conflicts with other conferences, 
rallies, and events held in con¬ 
junction with pride weekend fes¬ 
tivities. 

Lori Nairne, of WDL, said she 
wrote a letter of protest to Mari¬ 
lyn Fowler, coordinator of the 
Women’s International Network 
on May 20. 

“Their response, that ‘it was 
impossible to find a date for any 
event that will not conflict with 
something important, failed to 
address the critical issues we have 
raised,” Nairne stated. 

In a response letter dated June 
2, Fowler and CAWA chairperson 
Aileen Hernandez stated the date 
for the conference was deter¬ 
mined in January and the group 
was aware of the pride march. 

Additionally, Kathleen Cha, 
CAWA spokesperson, told the 
B.A.R. that the group has 
arranged for shuttles on Sunday 
so that people can participate in 


both events. The conference is 
being held at San Francisco State 
University. 

In her letter to Fowler, Nairne 
pointed out that many lesbian 
women went to Beijing last Sep¬ 
tember to attend the fourth U.N. 
World Conference on Women. 

WDL sent an international del¬ 
egation to Beijing and was one of 
only five international lesbian or¬ 
ganizations accredited to the gov¬ 
ernment conference, Nairne said. 

“Many lesbian women partici¬ 
pate in and are instrumental in 
organizing pride events each 
year,” Nairne wrote. “Many les¬ 
bian women also went to Beijing 
and/or keenly followed the 
process and outcome of the con¬ 
ference and are determined to en¬ 
sure we are not left out as policies 
are proposed to implement the 
Beijing decisions.” 

Nairne observed that plans to 
hold the CAWA conference dur¬ 
ing pride weekend puts many 
women in the “impossible posi¬ 
tion of being forced to choose” 
which event to attend, and “will in 
effect exclude from your event 
many lesbian women, as well as 
many bisexual and non-lesbian 
women who attend pride events 
every year.” 

However, in their response let¬ 
ter, Fowler and Hernandez noted 
that the conference is “directed at 
the participation of organizations, 
rather than the participation of 
individuals.” 

Additionally, Nairne said, vot¬ 
ing on the conference document, 


the California Women’s Agenda, 
will occur between 9:30 a.m. and 
noon, when people mobilize to 
attend the march. 

Fowler and Hernandez said 
that what will come out of the 
CAWA conference will be a “pro¬ 
gram for action, not a final report 
which will sit on a shelf.” 

They also stated there will be 
“ample time for more of the 
state’s 30 million residents, in¬ 
cluding those of you who cannot 
attend the assembly, to be actively 
involved in addressing the critical 
concerns of all California women 
and girls.” 

“WDL and other groups will 
be discussing how to ensure that 
the CAWA does address the con¬ 
cerns of lesbian women in imple¬ 
menting the Beijing Platform for 
Action, whether oi not we can at¬ 
tend the conference,” Nairne said. 

“It is particularly disturbing 
that a women’s conference on the 
Beijing platform is discouraging 
the participation of lesbian 
women in this way rather than 
promoting it,” Nairne added. 

Fowler and Hernandez dis¬ 
agreed with that statement, “Far 
from ‘discouraging the participa¬ 
tion of lesbian women,’ the 
[CAWA] assembly planners have 
assured that the issue of sexual 
orientation will be part of all our 
deliberations.” ▼

C ouples interested in making 
a public commitment to

This year marks the first Satur¬ 
day Pride Fair, organizers from 
the San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, and Transgender Pride 
Celebration Committee said. The 
commitment ceremony will take 
place from 11 a.m. to noon, adja¬ 
cent to Justin Herman Plaza in 
downtown San Francisco. 

Saturday’s Pride Fair is geared 
to family, health, and community 
issues. It precedes the traditional 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der Pride Parade that will be held 
on Sunday, June 30. 

“Show your commitment to 
your relationship/family,” is the 
message being promoted to the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community, event orga¬ 
nizers said. 

“In the best of all worlds, a 
‘family’ begins with a commit¬ 
ment to love. Some couples 
choose to proclaim that commit¬ 
ment through a spiritual source 
before their family, friends, and 
community. In the best of all 
worlds that commitment will be 
honored and respected,” stated a 
pride committee member. 

The pride committee and the 
Freedom To Marry Task Force are 
inviting couples interested in 
publicly making a commitment 
and in having that commitment 
honored to attend the ceremony.

MP his news week began with Bob Dole’s 
absurd statement in Ohio, “Now that 
II I’m out of the U.S. Senate, I’m going 
to do a lot of listening to Americans,” and 
ended with Richard Allen Davis flipping off 
the father of his murder victim in a court¬ 
room. And in between, churches have been 
cremated throughout the South and Al- 
fonse D’Amato has tried to do more or less 
the same kind of thing to the First Lady, 
with the inflammatory accelerant he calls 
the Whitewater report. 

Sheesh. With so much ignorance rearing its 
ugly head across America, we would be great¬ 
ly comforted to know our community leaders 
aren’t running in the Stoopid Olympics right 
now. But, unfortunately, some are. 

On Tuesday, Mayor Brown had a meet¬ 
ing with some gay politicos to determine a 
course of action on a proposed ballot mea¬ 
sure. It is repeated here in its draft form, as 
presented to Brown: 

“Shall it be the policy of the City and 
County of San Francisco to support the full 
civil rights of all people and work to ensure 
that all people receive equal protection under 
the law, to call upon the federal and state leg¬ 
islatures to eliminate legal barriers to equal 
marital rights for gay and lesbian couples who 
wish to share in the rights and responsibilities 
of marriage, and to ensure the rights of all 
historically disenfranchised people to the pro¬ 
tections of affirmative action .” 

Well.. .hmmmm. See the problems, aside 
from the grammatical? Here are two: we 
could lose, and lose hard, or we could win, 
and win nothing. 

Lately our community has gotten a rep¬ 
utation that we are all loose cannons who 
cannot pick their fights wisely or well - and 
that’s the word coming from our friends. As 
Barney Frank observed recently in Los An¬ 
geles, when people in the community 
threaten to vote President Clinton out of of¬ 
fice for not supporting same-sex marriage, 
“We’re sending the message to other politi¬ 
cians that you better not do anything for gay 
rights unless you can do 100 percent. Nine¬ 


ty percent, 80 percent isn’t good enough.’ 

Yes, it’s obvious that Clinton is a 
politician who is incapable of fol¬ 
lowing through on anything that 
might be called “courageous,” but 
he is still better than the alterna¬ 
tive, and we don’t really need to 
engage in this fight with him. (As 
we’ve frequently said, it’s a moot point, 
since it will be a Supreme Court that 
eventually makes marriage laws 
gender-neutral, not this or any 
other president.) 

But if a fight with Clinton is 
a waste of time and energy, a 
fight over this proposed ballot measure is 
plainly and simply waste, of the fecal variety. 
It was obviously dreamed up by a certain 
petty plutocrat who stomped out of the 
mayor’s meeting when it became obvious 
things weren’t exactly going his way. And 
was it created to help gay and lesbian cou¬ 


ples? Nope, it was just a scheme to raise 
money for a slate card, to help his desper¬ 
ately flailing (and notoriously underqual¬ 
ified) client. 

Once again we see an unhappy 
trend, in which politicians are trying 
to herd our community around for 
their own monetary and political 
gains. It stinks. 

The eventual outcome of the 
mayor’s meeting was still un¬ 
known at press time, but we 
hear the initiative is looking 
less and less likely. Good. And 
may we offer kudos to the su¬ 
pervisors who spoke out against the need to 
put our time, money, and energy into the 
measure: Tom Ammiano, Susan Leal, and 
newcomer Leslie Katz. They have proved 
themselves to be visionary instead of reac¬ 
tionary, and good politicians. (And we 
mean that in the nicest way possible.) ▼ 
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Is the Department of Labor 
protecting our rights under AB2601?

O n September 25,1992, Governor Wil¬ 
son signed into law AB2601, which 
became effective January 1, 1993. 
The law included sexual orientation as a 
class protected under the Labor Codes 1101 
and 1102. During the intervening three 
years, a total of 464 sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination complaints have been filed with 
the Department of Labor Standards En¬ 
forcement (DLSE). How effective has DLSE 
been at protecting the rights of lesbians and 
gays in the workplace? 

Of the total complaints filed, 102 are still 
open and pending. When asked the average 
length of time required to finish a com¬ 
plaint or the average length of time for the 
still pending cases, the agency did not know. 
I, myself, have a complaint still pending 
after almost two years. This is contrary to 
the goals of AB2601 for expeditious investi¬ 
gations and settlements so as to protect the 
livelihood of lesbians and gays. 

Of the 362 cases disposed within the first 
three years, 143 (40%) were dismissed, 98 
(27%) were abandoned, 97 (24%) were 
withdrawn and 34 (9%) were settled in 
favor for the complainant. 

I tried to obtain more information about 
these cases from DLSE. I wanted to know 
why 91% of the complaints were either 
abandoned, dismissed, or withdrawn. Of 
the people I spoke to at DLSE, none of them 
had answers, nor did they plan on reviewing 


the cases or follow-up to determine if there 
is a pattern to these unsuccessful com¬ 
plaints. I directly asked if there is a quality 
control process in place to assure the high¬ 
est level of legal enforcement. This seemed 
to perplex the directors with whom I spoke. 
With great pride, they emphasized that 
there are now six full-time investigators on 
the staff of DLSE who cover all labor 
law disputes, not just sexual orienta¬ 
tion discrimination complaints. 

What about the 34 com¬ 
plainants who prevailed? Did they 
keep their jobs? Did they get back 
pay? Did they win damages? DLSE 
had no answers for me, but said 
the files are available for 
inspection in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Are you shocked by 
these numbers, by the low 
number of complaints that are successful? 
It takes a very gutsy or very angry lesbian or 
gay to file a complaint against her/his em¬ 
ployer in the first place; and yet, only nine 
percent were found to be valid! I find this to 
be incredible. 

Of equal importance is this: how is 
AB2601 being interpreted? 

As with any legislation, litigation helps 
to define what the law actually means. Both 
the successful and unsuccessful complaints 
help clarify AB2601. I asked DLSE about 
AB2601— such as what does it mean to be 
“openly” gay as specified in the Attorney 
General’s opinion about the labor codes— 
but they had no answers. 

AB2601 is turning out to be what many 


legal analyst predicted; a bone to placate the 
gay community’s call for equal protection, 
yet toothless when faced with actually pro¬ 
tecting our rights. Governor Wilson was 
crafty in signing AB2601 into law. It cooled 
the violent protest following his veto of 
AB101, and handed the enforcement of the 
law into an ineffective agency. 

DLSE needs to be held accountable for 
their dismal record at protecting the rights 
of lesbians and gays. This letter is a rallying- 
call to all lesbians and gays to de- 
mand a thorough review of 
* DLSE and to start formal inves¬ 

tigations. Lesbian and gay legal 
organizations, activists organi¬ 
zations, and publications 
need to form a team to 
investigate DLSE. Each 
complaint needs to be re¬ 
viewed to discover why 
DLSE is dismissing or abandoning so many. 
The case law surrounding AB2601 needs to 
be made public so that lesbians and gays 
may better understand when their rights are 
being denied and to clarify the responsibil¬ 
ities of employers to provide a safe, homo- 
phobic and heterosexist free environment. 

I hope you feel as I do that this is a very 
important issue. AB2601 is our only legal 
recourse in cases of employment discrimi¬ 
nation and leaving it in state hands without 
oversight by our community will only con¬ 
tinue to perpetrated the very discrimina¬ 
tions the law is designed to prevent. Please 
become part of the DLSE Oversight Team 
by your active participation and financial 
support. ▼ 
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FTM invisibility 

Thank you very much for including in the May 30, 
1996 publication an article about SB 1964, Senator 
Marks’ bill to provide protection to transgendered 
persons through an amendment to the California Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. I appreciated the op¬ 
portunity for the larger community to become aware 
of what some in the transgender communities are 
trying to accomplish. 

I must point out a few corrections, though. I am 
not, as stated in the article, “MTF International Vice 
President.” To the best of my knowledge, there is no 
“MTF International.” There is, however, an FTM In¬ 
ternational (Female to Male transsexuals and Trans¬ 
genders), of which I am the Vice President. I’m sure it 
was an inadvertent typo that was made, but it is a 
typo that unconsciously continues to promote FTM 
invisibility. 

Additionally, I did not attempt to testify in Sacra¬ 
mento (I was interrupted by Senator Calderon and 
not allowed to finish) as a representative of FTM In¬ 
ternational. I did go to Sacramento as an FTM who 
has experienced first hand the employment discrim¬ 
ination that transgendered people encounter on a 
daily basis. 

I would invite you and anyone else who is inter¬ 
ested in learning more about Female to Male trans¬ 
gendered persons issues to attend our Informational 
meeting (open to all who will be respectful of us, our 
space and our concerns) the second Sunday of every 
month.

As a volunteer for the GodFather Service Fund for 
eight years (1986-1994), it was with deep sadness that 
I read the articles dissecting the events that are cur¬ 
rently plaguing the integrity of the GodFather Service 
Fund organization.

As fair- and foul- 
weather friends, teddies are wonderful when those 
who have no visitors need to cry or snuggle. 

What happens to the credibility of GSF now? 
Those small personal donations, as well as the larger 
more corporate ones. I would hate to see people 
abandon their support of such a noteworthy organi¬ 
zation, just because of controversy. 

I urge those of you who have experienced first¬ 
hand the help this organization has brought, to con¬ 
tinue to support it now when it needs you the most.

Animal experimentation 

As a participant in PETA’s recent press conference 
demanding a ban on further baboon-to-human bone 
marrow transplants (“PETA vs. Getty: Enemies to the 
Marrow?”, May 9), and as a physician, I am appalled 
by the research funds wasted by the investigation of 
animals who do not get AIDS, to the exclusion of an¬ 
imals who do; i.e., humans. I have examined the role 
of animal experimentation, including the xenotrans¬ 
plantation strategy, in AIDS research, and have found 
the approach to be without merit. Our understanding 
of AIDS derives from human clinical, epidemiologi¬ 
cal, and in-vitro (cell and tissue culture') research 
methods. Xenotransplantation in particular carries 
the risk of (once again) creating a viral epidemic: after 
crossing the species barrier, HIV may have originated 
as a simian immunodeficiency virus, hepatitis B virus 
as a chimpanzee virus, and the leukemia-producing 
HTLV-2 as the monkey STLV. 

Jeff Getty says that we’re learning “some things” 
from his baboon bone marrow transplantation. What 
things? How is it possible to learn basic science prin¬ 
ciples from a human operation when the basic sci¬ 
ence principles prior to the operation were muddled 
- when Dr. Suzanne Ildstad’s own research colleague 
disagreed with her version of prior experimental re¬ 
sults? Our understanding of the basic science of 
AIDS, including pathogenesis, is indeed quite defi¬ 
cient. However, breakthroughs will be discovered 
from work on humans, not on some grotesque 
human-animal composite. The addition of unknown 
and probably irrelevant and obfuscating biological 
factors to naturally-occurring ones in AIDS only ob¬ 
scures and confuses the results. 

PETA doesn’t come to Mr. Getty’s protection as a 
research animal for an obvious reason: Mr. Getty, 
misguided or not, volunteered for the procedure in 
order to live; the killed baboon did not. But, in fact, by 
opposing AIDS animal research, PETA advances the 
survival of every AIDS patient.

Frameline responds 

We would like to thank Kathleen Wilkinson for 
her heart-felt concern for the future of Frameline and 
the organization’s commitment to lesbian visibility. 
The press release to which she referred in her Guest 
Opinion (June 6) was an early release which briefly 
covered in three pages the 20-year history of the San 
Francisco International Lesbian & Gay Film Festival. 
The release (which has been revised) was initially dis¬ 
tributed to a few journalists, including Ms. Wilkin¬ 
son, before it was brought to our attention that the 
many women who have played very significant roles 
in the development of the Festival were mistakenly 
omitted. We apologize to those whose contributions 
to the Festival were not appropriately acknowledged 
in this initial release. The Festival could certainly not 
be what it is today without the valuable contributions 
of many talented women who have worked with the 
organization as volunteers, staff members and mem¬ 
bers of the board of directors. 

To evaluate Frameline’s commitment to and his¬ 
tory of supporting lesbian visibility in film based on 
one preliminary press release is a disservice to the sig¬ 
nificant contributions made by lesbian filmmakers of 
the 1996 Festival and those of the past 2 decades. 

Lesbian visibility at the Festival has steadily in¬ 
creased each year, and, as demonstrated by this year’s 
programming, enjoys almost equal weight to gay male 
programming. The numbers as we count them vary 
from those given by Ms. Wilkinson. The Festival is 
proudly presenting 36 women’s programs as com¬ 
pared to 40 men’s programs in 1996. Additionally, we 
are very happy to have an increase in co-gender pro¬ 
grams (15) and programs dealing with transgender 
issues (7). By comparison, ten years ago the Festival 
included 10 women’s programs and 31 men’s pro¬ 
grams. We have also been encouraged in recent years 
by the increasing number of men attending women’s 
films, and vice versa. We hope that this positive trend 
will continue during this year’s Festival. 

As mentioned at Frameline’s Opening Press Con¬ 
ference for the Festival, we feel that a strict quota sys¬ 
tem for programming films is difficult, at best, when 
we have very little, if any, control over what films are 
produced and available each year. A strict male/fe¬ 
male quota system in our opinion hinders the Festi¬ 
val from presenting a collection of films which repre¬ 
sents the many segments of our diverse community. 

As programmers of this year’s Festival, we believe 
that the best evidence of Frameline’s commitment to 
diverse programming will be presented on the screens 
of the Castro, Roxie and Victoria theaters June 21-30. 
We invite you to come to this year’s Festival and let 
us know how you feel Frameline, as a community or¬ 
ganization, is addressing these very important and 
vital issues.

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Everybody 
loves a winner

L ast week dozens of Democ¬ 
ratic House and Senate 
members met in the huge 
ornately paneled caucus room of 
the House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee and rose as a body to cheer 
their president, the same man 
they’d turned their collective back 
on in 1994. Yes, now that their 
leader’s riding high - at least tem¬ 
porarily - in the polls, these Clin- 
tonites are grabbing for all the 
coattails their greedy hands can 
hold. 

The Democrats are now more 
united than they’ve been in years 
and are eagerly awaiting the all- 
but-inevitable abortion flap/hate 
talk at the GOP Convention in 
San Diego. As for President 
Bill Clinton, he’s enjoy¬ 
ing great popularity not 
only among elected De¬ 
mocratic officials, but 
also among the rank 
and file, who are more 
firmly supportive 
than they have been 
of any recent 
Democratic 
president or 
nominee. 

The trick is in holding it all to¬ 
gether until November. Some De¬ 
mocratic moderates, remember¬ 
ing how Clinton, in their view, 
abandoned his centrist principles 
by proposing an intrusive federal 
healthcare program and squan¬ 
dered his honeymoon with a los¬ 
ing battle on gays in the military, 
still worry about his constancy. 
Some liberals are privately an¬ 
noyed at the president at what 
they see as his capitulations to the 
Republicans on budget policy and 
his inability to protect important 
Democratic constituencies. And 
many worry about Clinton’s elec¬ 
tion-year move to the right of 
center to preempt Bob Dole on 
social issues, even while conced¬ 
ing that, politically speaking, he 
did the smart thing. 

However, the general feeling 
runs along the lines of what one 
San Francisco Demo Party bigwig 
told me this week: “We don’t all 
love the guy, but all parts of our 
party have swallowed their doubts 
and are supporting the president 
with varying degrees of enthusi¬ 
asm.” 

Clinton has even managed to 
hold his own in the Southern 
states, many of which have been 
electing Republican congressional 
members and governors for the 
past few years. In Tennessee, 
where the GOP garnered two U.S. 
Senate seats and the governorship 
only two years ago, one state 
Demo leader, who formerly con¬ 
sidered Clinton poison, is now 
leading the president’s re-election 
effort there. His reasoning? “The 
president is doing right well here 
now. Besides, it’s better to elect a 
Democrat who is not exactly my 
cup of tea, than a Republican I’d 
spit out of my mouth.” 

Most voters see Bill Clinton as 
a sincere, caring leader. (His skill¬ 
ful way of turning national 
tragedy into political gain has Re¬ 
publicans beside themselves.) 
Clinton, with his small-town, 
Methodist, Southern background, 
can touch the nation’s psyche 
when such national tragedies as 
the Oklahoma City bombing, the 
burning of black churches, etc. 
occur in a manner quite beyond 


the capabilities of Citizen Dole. 

All of us, particularly gays and 
lesbians, have many reasons to 
send the Clinton-Gore team to 
the showers in November, but our 
disappointments aside, Bill Clin¬ 
ton has grown tremendously in 
office. He now clearly under¬ 
stands the power, scope and grav¬ 
ity of the presidency. This fact has 
helped make many more voters a 
lot more comfortable with the 
prospect of Bill, Hillary, Chelsea, 
and Socks in the White House 
for four more years. To my gay 
and lesbian brothers and sisters, I 
would merely say one thing: con¬ 
sider the alternative.

New health center opens 
for women, children

new health center for 
S women and children 
opened Friday, June 14, of¬ 
fering many services to clients, in¬ 
cluding lesbians in the Excelsior, 
Noe Valley, and Glen Park areas of 
San Francisco. The Excelsior 
Group had an opening celebra¬ 
tion at the center, located at 4434 
Mission Street, where facility di¬ 
rector Dr. Jay Bachicha told the 
Bay Area Reporter he was pleased 
with the turnout. 

“We want to be accessible to as 
many people in the community as 
we can,” he said, adding that that 
includes lesbians. 

“Gay and lesbian health is im¬ 
portant wherever a physician is 
practicing,” Bachicha said. 

Although the health center 
staff will see men, Bachicha said it 
will primarily serve women and 
children. 

Its many services for women 
include annual exams, breast can¬ 
cer screening, family planning, 
pregnancy care, and menopause 
care. Services for children are also 
available, including regular check-

ups, immunizations, well baby 
care, school and sports physicals, 
and allergy care. 

Bachicha said the health center 
will have the capability to provide 
urgent care when needed, and 
that the center will accept Medi 
Cal as well as other medical insur¬ 
ance. Additionally, there will be a 
sliding scale for fees for low-in¬ 
come patients. 

The Excelsior Group is a col- j 


laboration of the Community 
Health Network and the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisc 9 
School of Medicine. The staff for 
the center, including doctors, will 
come from UCSF. 

Marianne Balin, director of 
marketing for the Community 
Health Network, explained the 
network is a combination of the 
Department of Public Health’s ten 
neighborhood health centers with 
the services of San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

“This is state-of-the-art treat¬ 
ment associated with our premier 
teaching institution in town,” 
Balin said. 

Bachicha agreed, saying, “We 
want to serve as a resource for the 
community. We’re backed by two 
of the finest medical institutions 
in the country. We want to con¬ 
tribute to the community and 
learn from the community we’re 
serving. 

“We’re glad to be here.” T

stroyed research might have been 
able to prevent those deaths. 

Christine Buffleben, with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s Breast Cancer 
Committee, told of her own 
mother’s nine-year struggle with 
the disease. “When it metastasized 
to her lungs, her bones, her liver, 
her spleen, and her bone marrow, 
our family did not have time to 
use drugs that had not already 
shown some indication of benefi¬ 
cial results... .Let’s end breast can¬ 
cer, AIDS, and other diseases, not 
animal research. “ 

Zora Kramer Brown, who 
founded the Breast Cancer Resource 
Committee in 1989, survived the 
disease herself. African-American 
women have “the highest mortality, 
the highest rate of death” from 
breast cancer, she said. It has struck 
four generations of her family. 

“No longer can we afford com¬ 
placency in the patient communi¬ 
ty, among our elected officials, in 
the media, or among researchers,” 
said Brown. “Our combined voic¬ 
es to educate the American public 
will be heard. The stakes are much 
too high to be ignored and for us 
to be silent.” 

Getty dismissed the assertion 


by People for the Ethical Treat¬ 
ment of Animals (PETA) that 
most animal research can be done 
on computer simulations. “We do 
not have a computer that can pos¬ 
sibly emulate the human immune 
system, the tens of billions of cells, 
each with 27 to 35 different reac¬ 
tion options that we know of, and 
probably a hundred more that we 
don’t. If we had such a computer 
we would have already found the 
cure for AIDS.” 

Susan Paris, president of Amer¬ 
icans for Medical Progress, charged 
that PETA “has deceived Holly¬ 
wood into believing that the ani¬ 
mal rights movement was one of 
compassion. ...But PETA has no 
compassion for people. In PETA’s 
world, rats live and people die.” 

To Michael, PETA is “saying 
that a rat is as valuable as a gay 
man with AIDS, a poor African- 
American woman with breast 
cancer...that is unacceptable. They 
are marginalizing the lives of a 
majority of people in this country 
and around the world. “ 

Shriver put it succinctly, “The 
logical conclusion of discontinuing 
animal research, for me as a person 
with HIV disease, is death.” 

Getty fears violence 

Getty told reporters at the news 
conference, “I am now the target 


of the animal rights machine,” 
then read excerpts from two of the 
five threatening letters he received 
while still in the hospital recover¬ 
ing after an experimental baboon 
bone marrow transplant he re¬ 
ceived earlier this year. 

“To the doctors and scientists 
who performed the baboon bone 
marrow transplant on Jeff Getty: 
You stinking lousy bastards, 
killing a perfectly good healthy 
animal for a terminally ill idiot.” 

“Dear Jeff, I read the article 
about you in today’s daily news. 
All I can say is, it’s a shame that a 
baboon had to die to save your 
worthless life. You lived 15 years 
too long already. ... I hope they 
never find a cure for AIDS.” 

“I must say I’m a little scared 
by their violent tactics,” acknowl¬ 
edged Getty. Later he told the 
B.A.R., “This week is going to do 
more damage to PETA than ever 
happened to them since they 
came into existence. Yeah, I think 
some of them may do violence.” 

He is particularly worried 
about Golden Gate’s scheduled 
picketing of the animal rights 
conference on Thursday morning. 
“I’m feeling almost as frightened 
as I did when I did the bone mar¬ 
row transplant. I wasn’t scared of 
them before, but I’m scared of 
them now.” ▼

Shocking Gray 
emerges from red 

Offers green to ex-customers with blues

ew owners plan to resur¬ 
rect the Shocking Gray 
catalog from Chapter 11 
bankruptcy, which in its heyday 
generated roughly $2 million in 
mail orders annually from gays 
and lesbians. 

Shocking Gray will be pub¬ 
lished by new company, SG Mar¬ 
keting, Inc., formed by a law firm 
Bacher Associates and Brad Levin¬ 
son, president of Bradley Business 
Builders, a direct marketing ser¬ 
vices company that also promotes 
products in television infomer¬ 
cials. All are based in Dallas. 

The new company recently 
paid $15,000 to the U.S. bank¬ 
ruptcy court in San Antonio to 
purchase rights to use the name, 
logo, and trademarks of Shocking 
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Gray. “I put together a group of 
new investors,” Leo Bacher, presi¬ 
dent of SG Marketing, told Out 
for Business. 

Shocking Gray is widely recog¬ 
nized as the first general merchan¬ 
dise catalog to openly market 
to gays and lesbians in 1991, 
opening the closet for 
several catalogs 
presently specializing 
in the gay and lesbian 
market. The national 
publicity that Shock¬ 
ing Gray 
generated ul¬ 
timately led 
many main¬ 
stream marketers to start openly 
marketing products and services 
to gays and lesbians, also. 

SG Marketing plans to resume 
mailing Shocking Gray catalogs in 
August, says Scot Presley, market¬ 
ing director. The products offered 
will be similar to those sold by the 
old Shocking Gray catalog: T- 
shirts, books, compact disks, and 
tchotchkes with rainbow motifs. 

Rebuilding confidence 

SC Marketing’s strategy is to 
rebuild customer confidence and 
a following for Shocking Gray 
through gay list rentals, advertis¬ 
ing, and participation in gay com¬ 
munity events. The key to resur¬ 
recting the catalog is to do every¬ 
thing possible to resolve problems 
leftover from the former owners, 
Bacher said. 

The day-to-day operations for 
the new Shocking Gray catalog 
will be handled by Bacher’s part¬ 
ner, Bradley Business Builders, 
which has telemarketing, product 
fulfillment facilities, and adequate 
staff to run the catalog from Dal¬ 
las, he said. Bacher has hired his 
friend Cindy Cesnalis, the original 
founder of Shocking Gray, as a 
paid consultant to help re-launch 
the catalog. 

“No one from the old Shock¬ 
ing Gray is involved in any own¬ 
ership or equity position, but 
Cindy is involved because she 


knows what products sold best,” 
Bacher told Out for Business. 

Before Shocking Gray went 
bankrupt in September 1995 it 
was owned by an investment 
group in New York, which pur¬ 
chased the catalog busi¬ 
ness from Cesnalis in 
1994. Cesnalis 
founded the catalog 
in October 1991, as 
part of her Master’s 
thesis work at the 
University of Texas. 

SG Mar¬ 
keting plans 
to cut pro¬ 
duction 

costs by publishing a less flashy 
catalog. Local photo shoots will 
be used, for example, instead of 
spending money on travel for 
photo shoots in places like Aruba. 
“We plan on producing a cost-ef¬ 
ficient catalog,” Presley added. 

Although SG Marketing only 
bought Shocking Gray’s name 
recognition and “customer good¬ 
will,” the new owner also inherited 
some angry customers, who got 
stuck when the old owner declared 
bankruptcy. 

“We didn’t purchase liabilities, 
but we’ve been very kind to peo¬ 
ple who’ve lost money or mer¬ 
chandise,” Presley said. 

The bankruptcy court auc¬ 
tioned off the mailing list, inven¬ 
tory, and intellectual property 
rights of the former owners to 
repay secured creditors. “We 
bought only the intellectual prop¬ 
erty of the company,” Bacher said. 

Shocking Gray’s mailing list of 
165,000 names and addresses was 
sold for $92,000 to David Dow, 
president of Tzabaco, a catalog 
company based in Healdsburg, 
which also targets the gay and les¬ 
bian market. 

Due to privacy concerns about 
releasing the names and addresses 
of gays and lesbians, U.S. Bank¬ 
ruptcy Court Judge Ronald B. 
King ordered Tzabaco to honor 
requests of 15,000 customers who

A panel of three federal 
judges ruled Wednesday, 
June 12 that a law banning 
“indecent” speech on the internet 
is unconstitutional. 

In a 176-page opinion, the 
judges issued a preliminary in¬ 
junction blocking the so-called 
Communications Decency Act 
that President Clinton signed 
into law in February, pending the 
resolution of two related law¬ 
suits. The act, which carried a 
maximum two-year prison sen¬ 
tence and up to $250,000 in fines, 
had been put on hold by U.S. 
District Judge Ronald Buckwalter 
until the legal challenge was re¬ 
solved. 

“Our findings of fact - many 
of them undisputed - express our 
understanding of the internet,” 
wrote U.S. District Judge Stewart 
Dalzell. “These findings lead to 
the conclusion that Congress may 
not regulate indecency on the in¬ 
ternet at all.” 

The panel was comprised of 
Dalzell, Buckwalter, and Dolores 
Sloviter, chief judge of the 3rd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The ruling was hailed by the

ican Civil Liberties Union, inter¬ 
net providers, and free speech ad¬ 
vocates. 

Proponents of the act said “de¬ 
cency” standards are necessary to 
protect children from viewing 
sexually explicit material, but the 
plaintiffs said the law would be 
useless in controlling the estimat¬ 
ed 30 to 40 percent of sexually ex¬ 
plicit material that originates in 
foreign countries. 

The suit also contended that 
the act is unenforceable because 
the internet is an amalgam of 
computer networks, commer¬ 
cial and non-profit on-line ser¬ 
vices, and individual computer 
users. The plaintiffs said there is 
no practical way of barring chil¬ 
dren from unsuitable material 
while making it available to 
adults. 

Such things as requiring pass¬ 


words for access to adult materi¬ 
al would effectively end the inter¬ 
net’s status as a worldwide forum, 
the complaint said. 

The plaintiffs also say the act 
would criminalize material with 
social, political, artistic, scientif¬ 
ic, and literary value, as well as 
life-saving information on AIDS 
designed for teenagers. 

Justice Department officials 
said they would appeal the ruling 
to the Supreme Court, and in a 
written statement, President 
Clinton said the department has 
20 days to file an appeal. 

“I remain convinced as I was 
when I signed the bill that our 
Constitution allows us to help 
parents by enforcing this act to 
prevent children from being ex¬ 
posed to objectionable material 
transmitted through computer 
networks,” Clinton said. ▼ 


NEA gives Names quilt 
$100K to go online

he Names Project Founda- 
s AIDS Memorial Quilt 
Archive Project has received 
a $100,000 grant from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts 
(NEA). The grant will be used to 
help photograph and catalog the 
massive quilt, which currently 
comprises nearly 34,000 panels 
covering the equivalent of 13 
football fields. 

The grant is the largest gift the 
Names Project has ever received 
from a government agency. The 
money will assist the foundation’s 
efforts to provide electronic im¬ 
ages of the quilt to people around 
the world through online tech¬ 
nology and in multimedia pack¬ 
ages. 

“As long as this epidemic lasts, 
the Names Project is committed 
to documenting for posterity the 
personal histories of lives it has 
taken. Tragically, the history 
recorded by the quilt continues to 
be written,” said Anthony Turney, 
executive director of the Names 
Project Foundation. 

Jane Alexander, NEA chairper¬ 
son, said, “The Endowment is 
proud to support the documenta¬ 
tion, storage, and retrieval of the 


AIDS Memorial Quilt on CD- 
ROM. The AIDS crisis that has 
devastated the lives of so many 
Americans across the nation has 
resulted in works of art that em¬ 
body compassion and the creative 
spirit.” 

Turney pointed out the foun¬ 
dation’s archive project is a way to 
ensure that the quilt, and the lives 
it celebrates, lives on. By profes¬ 
sionally photographing every 
panel, the foundation will be able 
to create a permanent visual 
record of it. 

A quilt image database will 
catalog all visual information, 
such as materials, technique, sym¬ 
bolism, and text, on each panel. 
The database will serve as an in¬ 
valuable education and display 
management resource, Turney 
noted. 

Founded in 1987, the Names 
Project Foundation now has a 
network of 39 national chapters 
and 33 international affiliates. 
More than one million people see 
the quilt annually at nearly 2,000 
displays. To date, almost six mil¬ 
lion have seen it. ▼

Local gay leaders meet 
with DNC staff member

| nan effort to patch up rela¬ 
tionships with the gay com- 
1 munity, the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Committee (DNC) sent a 
senior level staff member here last 
week to meet with gay leaders in 
Oakland and San Francisco. 

Members of East Bay gay orga¬ 
nizations met with Brian Bond, 
DNC lesbian/gay outreach direc¬ 
tor, on Thursday, June 13 in Oak¬ 
land. Bond then went to San 
Francisco on Friday, where he met 
with openly gay supervisors Leslie 
Katz and Tom Ammiano. 

The Oakland meeting includ¬ 
ed candid discussions with Bond, 
and voices were raised on more 
than one occasion, according to 
several who attended. 

However, in an interview with 
the B.A.R. afterwards, Bond, who 
is openly gay, said the meeting 
with East Bay gay leaders was pro¬ 
ductive and also acknowledged 
that the White House did not 
handle Clintbn’s opposition to 
same-sex marriage as well as it 
could have. 

“It was handled poorly,” Bond 
said. “More thought should have 
gone into it.” 

Clinton’s stand on same-sex 
marriage, and his statement that 
he would support the Defense of 
Marriage Act (DoMA) now mak¬ 
ing its way through Congress have 
upset many in the gay communi¬ 
ty. That was also the main topic at 
Bond’s meeting with about 12 
representatives from the East Bay 
Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club 
(EBL/GDC) and Out on the Is¬ 
land (OOTI). 

“People were upset, angry, 
turned off,” Bond said of the 
meeting. 

Christine Allen, an OOTI ex¬ 
ecutive board member, agreed 
with that assessment. 

“I didn’t find what I was look¬ 
ing for,” Allen said. “I was looking 
for specific information I could 
impart to members of OOTI and 
gay and lesbian voters.” 

Bond said he emphasized 
Clinton’s record on gay issues is 
better than any other president’s 
record has been and said gay vot¬ 
ers must look at the “big picture.” 

“What he [Bond] talked about 
was ‘incremental changes’ and I 
think that’s valid,” Allen told the 
B.A.R. “Do I think that’s enough? 
No way in hell. Do I think it’s 
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DNC's Brian Bond: "People were 
upset, angry, turned off." 


valuable? Absolutely, no doubt 
about it.” 

Asked whether the input he re¬ 
ceived from gay leaders here will 
be heard by national party lead¬ 
ers, Bond said, “It will go up the 
line, no doubt about it.” 

Oakland attorney and 
EBL/GDC member Frederick 
Hertz said he thought the meeting 
was more beneficial to Bond, and 
hopes he relays the concerns that 
were expressed. 

“He didn’t have a lot of infor¬ 
mation to say to us, but we had a 
lot to say to him,” Hertz told the 
B.A.R. 

Bond said his meeting with East 
Bay gay leaders was productive. 

“This president is an inclusive 
president. The key thing is the big 
picture and the opportunities and 
challenges that go with that,” 
Bond said. “It’s important to open 
dialogue. What I got out of the 
meeting is that the spark is gone.” 

Allen said she felt Bond was ill- 
prepared to meet with the East 
Bay gay leaders. 

“I think these people really 
wanted something. I don’t know 
what he expected, but I was really 
encouraged by the level of energy 
and political savvy in that room, 
and I don’t know if he expected the 
level of experience in that room.” 

Bond said he was winding up 
a West Coast swing before head¬ 
ing back to Washington D.C. The 
Bay Area stop was one of many 
town hall-style meetings Bond 
has had with members of the gay 
community. 

Vicky Kolakowski, gay rights 
activist and an Alameda County 
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Democratic Central Committee 
official, helped organize last 
week’s meeting, along with Tara 
Kelly, EBL/GDC president. 

“I feel like we did have an op¬ 
portunity to vent our frustrations, 
and I think that was valuable be¬ 
cause we don’t have any other 
forum to do that,” Kolakowski said. 

Added Kelly, “I left the meeting 
willing to stay committed [to 
Clinton], but I definitely want to 
be proactive with the campaign.” 

Allen and Kolakowski both 
safcfthey feel in spite of differences 
with Clinton, gay voters should 
still vote for him in November. 

“We need to focus on uniting 
with Democratic clubs and defeat¬ 
ing the Republicans,” Allen said. 

Bond hopes gays will rekindle 
their support for Clinton. 

He said one of the questions 
that was asked of him at the Oak¬ 
land meeting was, “Is the presi¬ 
dent still with us?” 

“The answer is ‘yes,’” Bond 
said, adding that the many incre¬ 
mental changes implemented 
during Clinton’s first term and fu¬ 
ture changes if Clinton is reelect¬ 
ed will last “long past these terms, 
well into the next century.” 

San Francisco meeting 

Bond also met with San Fran¬ 
cisco officials last Friday, in what 
was a more low-key meeting. 

Katz said she and Bond dis¬ 
cussed same-gender marriage and 
the hurt felt by the queer commu¬ 
nity over comments made by 
White House officials. 

“We spoke of the president’s 
record on gay and lesbian issues 
and of the need for voters to turn 
out,” Katz said. T

“Over 55”

This exemption includes any gains 
you have “rolled over” from home to 
home, making it possible for you to 
roll over $125,000 of your accumu¬ 
lated taxable gain forever.

Community Center Board 
elects new officers 


Fundraising dance planned for next Friday

ll | | embers of the Communi- 
I|J I ty Center Project Board of 
I f I Directors elected new of¬ 
ficers at their annual meeting Sat¬ 
urday, June 15 in San Francisco. 

The board also announced 
that it will raise money for the 
community center project at a 
dance next Friday, June 28. 

Saturday’s meeting was the 
first annual meeting of the pro¬ 
ject’s board, which was formed 
about a year ago to build and op¬ 
erate a community center that 
meets the individual and collec¬ 
tive needs of the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity in San Francisco. The board 
holds regular monthly meetings. 

The newly elected officers are 
Scott Shafer, president; Jeff Sead 
and Brenda Barnette, vice presi¬ 
dents; Pat Martel, treasurer; and 
Peggy Hughes, secretary. 

About 50 people attended last 
Saturday’s meeting. The board 
heard from several in attendance 
about the agreement reached last 
month on a site for the commu¬ 
nity center. 

Center at the epicenter 

The proposed site is located on 
Market Street at Octavia Street. 
The proposed facility of 48,000 
square feet will include a renovat¬ 
ed Victorian building, plus a 
newly constructed building next 
door. Acquisition of the property 
is being made possible by funding 
from the San Francisco Redevel¬ 
opment Agency. Negotiations are 
currently ongoing for significant 
additional city funds for con¬ 
struction costs. 

The public funding will mini¬ 
mize the community fundraising 
necessary to make the communi¬ 
ty center a reality, board members 
said. However, about $1 million 
still must be raised from individ¬ 
uals, foundations, and businesses. 

Acquisition of the property is 
expected to take place in the 
spring of 1997, with construction 
expected to be completed by the 
fall of 1998. 

At last Saturday’s meeting, the 
board was asked about the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed community 


center. 

“Demographically, it is in the 
epicenter of the gay community,” 
Shafer replied. “The Castro is not 
what a lot of people think of as 
their neighborhood.” 

Shafer went on to explain that 
many gay women and people of 
color do not feel comfortable in 
the Castro. He also pointed out 
that gays do not live only in the 
Castro. The project site is central¬ 
ly located to many areas of the 
city, including Castro, Hayes Val¬ 
ley, Mission, Haight, Tenderloin, 
and Polk neighborhoods, he said. 

Another question that was 
raised concerned political infight¬ 
ing that has come up in previous 
years when there was an effort to 
create a community center. 

Board member Pam David ad¬ 
dressed the question. 

“I think our community has 
been through so much, there is a 
suspicion and concern of ‘will it 
[the center] be for everyone,”’ 
David said. “It’s got to be a place 
for everybody, and I think the po¬ 
litical will is there. I think it’s just 
the right time. We need a place, 
we need a home.” 

Dana Van Gorder, an advisor 
to the community center board, 
also addressed the question. 

“This has been a visible project 
for a long time,” Van Gorder said. 
“We’ve seen big service providers 
come on board as a very strong 
force and strong advocates for the 
center.”

ENDA/DoMA combo

8 eing an articulate, moder¬ 
ate, but sometimes feisty 
politician in a committed 
nine-year same-sex relationship 
seems to have made Congress- 
member Barney Frank a star. At 
least that was the feeling among 
those who gathered to meet Frank 
and his partner Herb Moses at a 
June 8 Hollywood Hills fundrais¬ 
er for openly gay 38th Congres¬ 
sional District candidate Rick 
Zbur. 

But Frank had another mis¬ 
sion besides glad-handing for 
Zbur. He was also trying to per¬ 
suade gays and lesbians to vote for 
President Bill Clinton after Clin¬ 
ton’s announcement he would 
sign the specifically anti-gay De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act (DoMA). 

“I’ve been leading the fight 
against the Defense of Marriage 
bill,” Frank said at the fundraiser, 
“but unfortunately I don’t expect 
[that fight] to be successful. This 
was not a great time to bring up 
the marriage issue because, of all 
the issues involving our rights, 
this is the one where, unfortu¬ 
nately, we have the least public 
support.” 

Education may change the 
public’s mind, he said, “but right 
now we’re unpopular, and the Re¬ 
publicans are using their control 
of the Congress to push this 
through very quickly. 

“They also understand that 
more discussion might be better 
for us. So they’re really acting with 
extraordinary speed on this: from 
the day the bill was introduced to 
the day they pass it will probably 
be less than two months.” 

‘No exposition’ 

Clinton acknowledged before 
his election in 1992 that he was 
opposed to same-sex marriages, 
Frank pointed out. And although 
he hasn’t talked to Clinton about 
the issue since then, he said, “My 
sense is that he took that position 
because at this point it would be 
very, very hard to get elected pres¬ 
ident of the United States if you 
said you were for it. 

“I don’t speak for him, but let 
me put it this way: he is a very ar¬ 
ticulate man who gives very de¬ 
tailed reasons for many of his po¬ 
sitions. He hasn’t given any de¬ 
tails. His press secretary Mike Mc- 
Curry made an unfortunate, inac¬ 
curate statement about family val¬ 
ues that did not reflect the ad¬ 


ministration’s position and it has¬ 
n’t been repeated. 

“I wish the president wasn’t 
taking this position,” he added, 
“but the fact he’s taken this posi¬ 
tion with no exposition, articula¬ 
tion, or defense, I think is a signif¬ 
icant factor.” 

Also, Frank said, “The differ¬ 
ences between Bob Dole and Bill 
Clinton are enormous. Bob Dole 
is wrong on every single issue. 
Even on gay marriage, where 
Clinton is - with some reluctance 
- signing the bill, Bob Dole is the 
one who used his leadership ini¬ 
tiative to kind of push it forward.” 

Frank also cautioned against 
voting for consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader, the Green Party’s 
presidential candidate, who, he 
said, “is an enormously intellectu¬ 
al man who has never lifted a fin¬ 
ger to help gay men and lesbians 
win our rights.” 

In fact, Moses injected, “he is 
quoted in the Washington Post as 
saying he doesn’t ‘get involved in 
gonadal politics.’” 

“If we fail to support Clinton,” 
Frank said, “then we’re sending 
the message to other politicians 
that you better not do anything 
for gay rights unless you can do 
100 percent. Ninety percent, 80 
percent isn’t good enough. 

“We don’t want politicians to 
think there is no difference in the 
way we respond to zero percent 
and 90 percent.” 

How many votes? 

Frank is concerned about the 
latest strategy proposed by the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC) 
to attach the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act (ENDA) to the 
DoMA bill. “I think HRC is think¬ 
ing about that as a way to slow 
down the Defense of Marriage 
Bill” and “force the hand” of those 
who say they support non-dis¬ 
crimination - except in marriage. 


“But as a tactic - if you’re not 
going to get a significant number 
of votes for it - it’s not a good 
idea. And I think at this point 
they’re still looking at how many 
votes they can get.” 

In a June 11 phone interview, 
HRC’s Director of Communica¬ 
tion David M. Smith told the 
B.A.R. he thinks there are enough 
Senate votes to offer the amend¬ 
ment. HRC hopes to put DoMA 
proponents on the defensive and 
“call their bluff” that the bill is not 
an election year gay-bashing ploy. 

The strategy, says Smith, is 
based on the assumptions that 
DoMA will pass the Senate and 
House and “there’s nothing we 
can do to stop it,” and that be¬ 
cause the House rules and “ideo¬ 
logical bent” are different from 
the “more hospitable” Senate, the 
amendment will be offered there. 
The amended bill would then go 
to a conference committee to re¬ 
solve the differing House and 
Senate versions. 

“It will make for a very inter¬ 
esting conference committee,” 
Smith said. 

HRC hopes the tactic will force 
DoMA proponents to explain 
why they oppose job protections 
for gay people. The proponents, 
says Smith, wave a poll saying 70 
percent of Americans are opposed 
to same-sex marriage. But ac¬ 
cording to a recent Newsweek poll, 
84 percent of Americans support 
giving gays equal employment 
rights. 

“This makes it an entirely dif¬ 
ferent discussion,” according to 
Smith, because so many promi¬ 
nent politicians - including Re¬ 
publicans in and out of power - 
and corporations support ENDA. 

Smith anticipates that the 
amendment could be offered in 
July, because DoMA’s proponents 
apparently want to get the bill on 
the President’s desk by July 4. T

' ~ he Defense of Marriage Act 
(DoMA) reached another 

H milestone in its legislative 
journey when it passed the full 
House Judiciary Committee 
Wednesday, June 12. The 20-10 
vote came after two days of emo¬ 
tional debate. 

The anti-gay act would pro¬ 
hibit same sex marriages for fed¬ 
eral purposes and not require 
states to recognize those mar¬ 
riages performed in other states. 

Sponsor Charles Canady (R- 
Florida) framed the issue in apoc¬ 
alyptic terms: It is “nothing less 
than our collective moral under¬ 
standing, as expressed in the law, 
of the essential nature of the fam¬ 
ily, the fundamental building 
block of society.” 

Not so, argued Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts), one of three 
openly gay Congressmen and a 
member of the committee. “This 
is not about the defense of mar¬ 
riage,” he said. “It’s an offense to 
gay men and lesbians.” He called 
the bill politically motivated. 

Sonny Bono (R-California) 
was caught in the middle. “I’m 
not homophobic,” said the Con¬ 
gressman with a lesbian daughter. 
“I’m not a bigot. I’m not pander¬ 
ing. I like Barney and I love my 
daughter. But I simply cannot 
handle it yet, Barney. I can’t say to 
my son, ‘It’s okay.’” 

Frank responded, “No one is 
asking for a stamp of approval. 
Just let us be like anyone else. If it 
bothers you, turn your head.” 

Bono shook his in agreement. 
“I hear you. You’re absolutely

right. You just go as far as you can 
go. But I can’t go as far as you de¬ 
serve - and I’m sorry.” 

Two Democrats joined 18 Re¬ 
publicans in voting for the bill. 
Jack Reed (D-Rhode Island) is 
running for the Senate seat being 
vacated by Claiborne Pell - who 
also has a lesbian activist daugh¬ 
ter. Rick Boucher (D-Virginia) 
has long been rumored to be gay. 

Prospects for blocking DoMA 
in the Senate, always small, be¬ 
came smaller yet when one of its 
more liberal members, Paul Well- 
stone (D-Minnesota) announced 
he would vote for the bill. The 
news came at a “Come Out for 
Wellstone” fundraiser in Min¬ 
neapolis, organized by lesbians 
and gays. The. crowd reacted with 
hisses, some walked out, and at 
least one retrieved a contribution 
check he had written earlier. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC) will try to salvage some¬ 
thing from the likely passage of 
DoMA. Political director Daniel 


Zingale says they will attempt to 
add the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA) to 
DoMA. That would protect gays 
and lesbians in the workplace. 

Ted Kennedy (D-Massachu¬ 
setts), a principle sponsor of 
ENDA as a piece of stand-alone 
legislation, has said he will intro¬ 
duce the measure on the floor of 
the Senate as an amendment to 
DoMA. ENDA is cosponsored by 
30 Senators of both parties. HRC 
spokesperson Kim Mills said they 
“are counting on their support.”

“We have had a great deal of 
positive feedback from members 
of the Senate,” she said. “They 
think this is a very interesting and 
viable strategy.” 

The Republican leadership had 
been moving the bill forward for 
quick passage. But scheduled 
hearings before the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary Committee now have been 
postponed. Perhaps the an¬ 
nouncement of HRC’s strategy to 
attach ENDA to the bill con¬ 
tributed to that delay. ▼

specifically asked the former 
Shocking Gray owner not to re¬ 
lease information about them. 

The inventory was purchased 
and resold to a retail group in the 
San Antonio area by Mark Cutler, 
former CEO of Shocking Gray Cor¬ 
poration, the former catalog hold¬ 
ing company that went bankrupt. 

Full faith and credit 

The former owners apparently 
let overhead costs get out of con¬ 
trol by maintaining offices and 
staffs in New York, Los Angeles, 
and San Antonio. “It appears they 
tried to grow the company too 
fast: They spent themselves into 


bankruptcy by overextending 
themselves with debt obligations 
they couldn’t meet,” Bacher said. 

Bacher said SG Marketing will 
provide full credit for as much as 
$30,000 in outstanding orders 
never delivered by the former 
owner. It seems a previous and 
less generous offer to make 
amends backfired and made some 
customers more angry. 

Customers wrote letters com¬ 
plaining to the new owner about 
orders still outstanding from the 
old owner, when SG Marketing re¬ 
cently mailed flyers promoting 
Shocking Gray to unsecured credi¬ 
tors identified in bankruptcy court 
records, offering to give them a $10 
discount off orders of $50 or more. 

Bacher concedes the discount 
offer of compensation was “woe¬ 


fully inadequate.” That’s why SG 
Marketing in most cases will now 
provide full credit to customers 
who never received orders from 
the old owner, applicable towards 
new purchases, Bacher said. “It’s 
fundamental fairness,” he added. 

An angry Shocking Gray cus¬ 
tomer from Hayward, Kevin 
Dowling, 33, wonders if the new 
owner will follow through with 
the full credit offer. Dowling told 
Out for Business he complained 
in writing and returned the $10 
discount offer months ago, but 
he’s still waiting for a reply. 

“I never received any offer for 
full credit,” Dowling said. Until he 
receives a $17 credit or refund, 
Dowling says he won’t order any¬ 
thing from Shocking Gray, re¬ 
gardless of who owns it. T

New options for 
new infections

| 'I IV infection is often de- 
jWl scribed as having a few dis- 
1 tinct phases, beginning 
with initial infection, followed by 
the asymptomatic, symptomatic, 
and AIDS phases. The possibility 
of taking action immediately after 
infection with HIV represents an 
important new front in the efforts 
to fight HIV. There are at least 
700-1000 new HIV infections per 
year among gay and bisexual men 
in San Francisco. 

The period of time between 
initial infection and the immune 
system mounting an antibody re¬ 
sponse is called Primary HIV In¬ 
fection, and it usually lasts from a 
few weeks to a few months. This 
period, when HIV infection is es¬ 
tablished in the body, is beginning 
to be the focus of intensive study, 
and there is some early evidence 
that treatment may be uniquely 
effective during Primary HIV. In 
order to understand the options 
available during Primary HIV In¬ 
fection, let’s look first at what 
happens right after someone is in¬ 
fected with the virus. 

During Primary HIV Infec¬ 
tion, growth and production of 
HIV is at its peak, and the virus 
spreads rapidly throughout the 
body. The viral load spikes, and 
reaches some of the highest levels 
that it will reach during the entire 
course of the disease. Eventually, 
as the immune system responds, 
the spike in the viral load drops to 
a relatively stable level for the du¬ 
ration of the asymptomatic peri¬ 


od of the disease. This stable level 
of viral load is known as the “set 
point.” 

The fact that the virus repli¬ 
cates intensively for a period of 
time before the body produces an 
immune response means that 
standard HIV antibody tests will 
yield a negative result at the 
very time the virus is 
replicating most furi¬ 
ously - and when the 
person is likely to be 
highly infectious. How¬ 
ever, there are symptoms 
of Primary HIV that can 
perhaps alert one to suspect 
infection. These 
symptoms, called 
Acute Retroviral Syn¬ 
drome (ARS), are 
similar to the flu in some regards. 
The most common symptoms are 
fever, rash, sore throat, sweats, 
headache, and lymph node 
swelling - but not a runny nose or 
sneezing. As with the spike in viral 
load, these symptoms clear as the 
body mounts its immune re¬ 
sponse. Some people have no 
symptoms after infection. 

While antibody tests remain 
negative during Primary HIV, 
viral load tests and p24 antigen 
tests can identify infection very 
early, and there are compelling 
reasons for finding out during 
primary HIV that infection has 
occurred. Since the level of virus 
in the blood is high and infec¬ 
tiousness is high as well, just 
knowing that you are infectious 
could affect your sexual decision¬ 
making and thereby help curb the 
spread of the virus. Also, treat¬ 
ment with antivirals at this time 
may be particularly effective. 


Hit it hard 

One suggested approach for 
dealing with Primary HIV is to 
“hit it early and hit it hard.” De¬ 
spite the fact that HIV replicates 
virtually unchecked early on, the 
virus hasn’t had a chance to mu¬ 
tate a great deal and thereby to de¬ 
velop strains that are resistant to 
various antivirals. This 
means that the relative 
homogeneity of the 
virus could greatly in¬ 
crease the effective¬ 
ness of antiviral thera¬ 
py (hitting it early); and 
effectiveness could be 
further increased by 
utilizing combina¬ 
tion therapy to mini¬ 
mize the potential for 
resistant strains to emerge (hitting 
it hard). “Do you wait for any 
other kind of infection to get re¬ 
ally bad before you treat it?” asks 
prominent AIDS researcher, 
David Ho, “Of course not.” 

The strongest component of 
the argument for early interven¬ 
tion involves the set point, the 
level the viral load drops to after 
the initial spike. Studies have 
shown that individuals with a 
lower set point stay healthy 
longer, while those with a higher 
set point develop AIDS-related 
symptoms more quickly. If the 
use of combination therapy dur¬ 
ing primary HIV can lower the set 
point, then it seems possible that 
the effects of short-term therapy 
might have long-lasting effects on 
the course of the infection. Scien¬ 
tists studying Primary HIV infec¬ 
tion have no idea how long early 
antiviral treatment must last. Per¬ 
haps changing the set point will 
allow people to go off treatment 
until much later, when their dis¬ 
ease progresses. Or one may have 
to stay on antivirals indefinitely. 

Most of this is reasonable but 
theoretical speculation; studies 
need to be done to validate the 
best course of action in Primary 
HIV infection. Although there are 
legitimate reasons to believe that 
early intervention could have an 
effect on the course of HIV dis¬ 
ease, many individuals may 
choose to do nothing at that time, 
since symptoms of immune dys¬ 
function probably won’t appear 
for years. They may be upset and 
confused when they learn they are 
infected, which may lead to denial 
or simply not wanting begin 
treatment in a time of great stress. 
Treatment or no treatment, there 
are certainly strong reasons to 
find out early if you’ve become in¬ 
fected to avoid a high risk of in¬ 
fecting others and to face these 
hard treatment decisions while 
you have these options. 

Currently, a new study is be¬ 
ginning at UCSF called the Op¬ 
tions Project. Its purpose is to 
study Primary HIV and do clini¬ 
cal trials of early treatment verses 
no treatment, a decision which is 
left up to each individual. The 
study does hope to take advantage 
of the window period of Primary 
HIV by offering those in Primary 
HIV early testing, information, 
and options and opportunities 
that may not be available to them 
at later stages of the infection. The 
Options Project and others like it 
around the country hope to an¬ 
swer important scientific ques¬ 
tions that will help resolve what 
actions, i/ any will most help 
newly infected individuals and 
control the spread of HIV. ▼

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Multidrug use suppresses 
HIV in the long-term 

Is quadruple-therapy the next big thing?

new combination of drugs 
reduced HIV to unde- 
i tectable levels - and kept 
the virus suppressed for the en¬ 
tire 18-month course of the 
study - a researcher said Thurs¬ 
day, June 20. 

The study renews hope that 
the virus might someday be 
eradicated in infected people, 
said Dr. Julio Montaner, director 
of the AIDS Research Program at 
the University of British Colum¬ 
bia in Vancouver. 

However, studies have yet to 
prove that patients live longer on 
these treatments. 

“A year ago if you had sug¬ 
gested we could eradicate AIDS 
from an infected person I would 
have laughed in your face,” Mon¬ 
taner said. 

But now, he said, scientists 
have made enough progress in 
fighting AIDS that a two-day 
symposium, sponsored by the 
University of Amsterdam, drew 
international AIDS specialists to 
discuss attempts to eradicate the 
disease in infected patients. 

“There is no evidence - at this 
point - that it is possible to erad¬ 
icate AIDS,” said Dr. Douglas 
Richman, professor of pathology 
and medicine at the University 
of California, San Diego. “What 
prompted this meeting was data 
in the last six months that indi¬ 
cated that antiviral chemothera¬ 
py can suppress levels of virus 
replication to below any meth¬ 
ods of detection that we have 
and that this level of suppres¬ 
sion, eliminating any evidence of 
resistance, has been maintained 
for as long as a year or two.” 

Richman said the suppression 
has been demonstrated with 
newborns who were born with 
HIV; with adults who are newly 
infected; and even with patients 
who have long-established infec¬ 
tions. 

Montaner presented a study 
of 151 infected patients divided 
into three groups. The group 
that took three drugs - AZT, di- 
danosine (ddl), and nevirapine, 
one of a new class of anti-AIDS 
drugs - reduced the virus level 
for the longest period of time. 
Nevirapine, a non-nucleoside re¬ 


verse transcriptor, is not yet li¬ 
censed in the United States. 

Montaner said 80 percent of 
the patients on the triple-drug 
combination - about 40 patients 
- maintained undetectable levels 
of AIDS virus for as long as 18 
months, the length of time on 
the drug. He said the virus level 
rebounded in those who failed to 
adhere to the regimen. 

Researchers at the conference 
in Washington said compliance 
is a problem in treating AIDS, 
because patients tend to stop 
taking the medications, all of 
which can have unpleasant side 
effects, if evidence of virus is not 
detectable. 

Montaner said that patients 
in each group showed drops in 
virus levels greater than 95 per¬ 
cent. However, in the AZT-ddI 
patients, the virus slowly re¬ 
turned to pre-therapy levels. The 
AZT-nevirapine patients had 
just a transient decrease in viral 
levels. In people on the three- 
drug regimen, however, virus 
levels remained undetectable. 

Montaner said the combina¬ 
tion was well-tolerated, although 
some patients taking Nevirapine 
developed a severe rash. 

The study was conducted in 
Italy, the Netherlands, Australia, 
and Canada. 

Richman said tests available 
today can detect as few as ten 
copies of HIV in a millimeter of 
blood. However, levels below 
that do not mean the virus is 
gone. It rebounds in some pa¬ 
tients who stop medication after 
six months of treatment, the re¬ 
searcher said. 

New studies will keep patients 
on antiviral medication for a 
year or two years to see if that 
time period is tong enough to 
eradicate it - or if it is necessary 
to keep patients on drugs indef¬ 
initely. 

While research has not been 
conducted long enough to show 
improved survival, Richman said 
all the evidence points to being 
able to keep people with HIV 
and AIDS healthier for longer 
times by keeping viral levels sup¬ 
pressed. He said that viral sup¬ 
pression prevents the virus from 
replicating and from developing 
resistance to drugs. There have 
even been anecdotal reports of 
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improvement in Kaposi’s sarco¬ 
ma, a skin cancer associated with 
AIDS, in patients with reduced 
levels of virus. 

Richman cited other studies 
showing that combination ther¬ 
apy with drugs such as protease 
inhibitors also keeps the virus at 
undetectable levels. The re¬ 
searchers agreed that multidrug 
regimens were superior to sin¬ 
gle-drug attacks on AIDS. Mon¬ 
taner suggested that even 
quadruple-drug therapy might 
be used to fight AIDS. 

The researchers warned that 
no indication shows that reduc¬ 
ing the virus to undetectable lev¬ 
els reduces the ability to infect 
someone else with the virus. 
However, this factor is being 
studied. ▼ 
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A change of mind

|| M opefully, by the time this 
|P|| hits the streets, I will be on 
& TPN (Total Parietal Nutri¬ 
tion - intravenous feeding). Some 
of my longtime readers will no 
doubt be surprised that I say 
“hopefully” given my panning of 
TPN in the past. I’m still highly 
aware of the downside of the pro¬ 
cedure - for example, taking 16 
hours a day to infuse, at start - but 
desperation has brought me 
around. Also, some of the obsta¬ 
cles have resolved themselves in 
the past year. 

For example, there’s the hard¬ 
ware issue. TPN requires a central 
line, like a Hickman catheter. This 
is an infusion line that sticks out 
of your chest. It requires surgery 
(albeit outpatient surgery) to in¬ 
stall and leaves you looking a bit 
like Frankenstein’s monster. A 
year ago, when TPN was first sug¬ 
gested, this was quite a barrier. 

Since that time, I’ve gotten a 
central line, anyway. I needed it to 
infuse Amikacin, an intravenous 
antibiotic, twice a day. At first I 
considered using a pic-line, a tube 
that goes in the arm. But after five 
failed attempts to install one, I de¬ 
cided to go with a central line. 
Also, I recalled my earlier experi¬ 
ence with pic-lines, back when I 
was infusing Amphotericin (also 
known as “ampho-terrible”) for 
cryptococcal meningitis. I went 
through four lines in six months. 

The first one blew its cap one 
night, which wasn’t really all that 
serious, although it did involve 
the drama of blood spurting all 
over the place, and required re¬ 
placement. The second one “went 
bad,” causing an infection. The 
third simply clotted up and re¬ 
fused to infuse any more. The 
fourth made it through the last 


month without mishap. 

Given the likelihood of con¬ 
stant trouble with pic-lines and 
given that I was going to be on 
Amikacin for the rest of my life 
(however long that will be), I de¬ 
cided to bite the bullet and get a 
central line. After a few 
months, I hardly no¬ 
tice it, except when I 
go to answer the door 
with my shirt open 
and have to face the 
shocked stare of my 
visitor. I try to re¬ 
member to but¬ 
ton up now. 

So one of the 
major psycho¬ 
logical obstacles to TPN, the need 
for a central line, was already re¬ 
moved, making the decision that 
much easier. 

Bicycle weight 

However, it was a growing 
need, rather than diminishing re¬ 
sistance, that really motivated my 
change of heart. For some months 
now, my weight has been hover¬ 
ing around 120 lbs. This is so low 
a weight for me that I’m almost 
completely nonfunctional. I can 
read and write and do damn little 
else. I find myself debating before 
getting up to go to the bathroom, 
whether it’s really necessary to 
spend the energy. A trip up a 
flight of stairs leaves me panting 
for breath. 

This is despite taking Human 
Growth Hormone (HGH). I was 
doing fine on HGH till my creepy 
physician’s assistant screwed up 
and ended up making me go a full 
month without. My weight 
dropped to 120 and has stayed 
there despite reintroducing HGH. 
So for several weeks, I waited for 
the HGH to kick in, but it didn’t. 

Then I decided to restart 
Thalidomide, another wasting 



treatment, and waited for it to 
kick in. It didn’t. 

So now I’m waiting for TPN, 
which is pretty reliable. The rea¬ 
son I’m not gaining weight, ac¬ 
cording to the folks who run the 
wasting clinic at San Francisco 
General Hospital, is 
because I’m not 
taking in nearly 
enough calories. I 
try to pack in the 
calories, but with 
constant nausea 
from all the pills I in¬ 
gest, it’s not easy 
to get enough. 
TPN is basically 
just pumping in 
calories, and almost always leads 
to a gain of ten or more pounds. 

Ten pounds would probably 
go a long way to restoring my 
mobility. Past experience has 
shown that I can bicycle starting 
at around 125 po inds, and being 
able to bicycle - or not - is one of 
my leading indicators of health 
and happiness. This week’s col¬ 
umn will be delivered by cab, in¬ 
stead of by what used to be a fair¬ 
ly easy and fun bicycle ride. If I 
can get back on my bike, it will 
easily be worth 12 hours of infu¬ 
sion per night. 

Kudos and... 

Kudos are due the STOP AIDS 
Project for their full-page ad de¬ 
fending oral sex in the aftermath 
of the infamous monkey study 
suggesting oral sex is unsafe. 
Without going way out on a limb 
and declaring oral sex safe, the ad 
points out how low the risk is. 
This is a gutsy response to the 
fearmongering of the monkey re¬ 
port. 

Of course, STOP AIDS may 
have been motivated simply by 
pragmatics. They are aware that 
announcing oral sex is unsafe will 
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increase the amount of AIDS 
transmission: people will decide 
that if they have to break the rules 
to have fun, they may as well 
break them all the way and have 
unprotected anal sex. 

About 90 percent of the gay 
men who say they practice “safe 
sex” include unprotected oral sex 
as part of their “safe” regime. 
Since AIDS transmission among 
this group is effectively nil, we can 
assume that oral sex is safe. These 
men accept the ban on unprotect¬ 
ed anal sex because they can still 
have the joy of flesh-to-flesh con¬ 
tact with oral sex. If that were 
taken away, it seems obvious that 
their compliance with safe sex in 
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general would decline. 

So the STOP AIDS Project, 
dedicated to stopping the trans¬ 
mission of the virus, has a strong 
interest in defending this relative¬ 
ly safe outlet for flesh hunger. 
Thank goddess they had the sense 
to see this - and to act on it. 

Censure, not kudos, are due to 
the legislators of both parties who 
are wrangling over an insurance 
reform bill that is slowly wending 
its way through Congress. This is 
a much ballyhooed bill to “fix” in¬ 
surance by making it illegal for in¬ 
surers to exclude people for “pre¬ 
existing” conditions. This is a 
common insurance practice,

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Vaccine study delivers positive results

researcher from the Uni¬ 
versity of Nebraska at 
Omaha Medical Center has 
announced promising results 
obtained with Cel-Sci Corpora¬ 
tion’s HGP-30 AIDS vaccine. 

Dr. James E. Talmadge of 
UNO reported Sunday, June 2, 
at the tenth Annual Conference 
on Clinical Immunology in New 
Orleans that 78 percent of HIV- 
susceptible mice given the blood 
of volunteers previously vacci¬ 
nated with HGP-30 were pro¬ 
tected against HIV. These results 
suggest that vaccinations with 
the HGP-30 vaccine can induce 
cellular immunity that may pro¬ 
tect against HIV infection. 

It is the most significant pro¬ 
tective immune response against 
HIV challenge observed with a 
potential HIV vaccine candidate 
to date. 

In this study, white blood 
cells from the five vaccinated 


volunteers and from three non- 
vaccinated donors were injected 
into groups of SCID (severe 
combined immunodeficient) 
mice. These mice represent the 
best available animal model for 
HIV, because they lack their 
own immune system and there¬ 
fore, permit human cell growth. 
The SCID mice, after having re¬ 
ceived the human blood cells, 
were then challenged with 
10,000 infectious doses of a dif¬ 
ferent strain of the HIV virus 
than the one from which HGP- 
30 is derived. 

Infection of the human cells 
by virus was determined and 
confirmed by two different as¬ 
says, p24 antigen, a component 
of the virus core, and reverse 
transcriptase activity, an enzyme 
critical to HIV replication. Over¬ 
all, 39 of 50 (78 percent) SCID 
mice receiving blood from the 
five vaccinated volunteers were 
protected from HIV infection, 
compared to four of 30 (13 per¬ 
cent) SCID mice that received 


non-vaccinated control blood. 
All groups of SCID mice receiv¬ 
ing cells from the five vaccinated 
donors showed increased protec¬ 
tion when compared to any of 
the three control groups. 

“This is an exciting observa¬ 
tion demonstrating a vaccine 
which confers protection to HIV 


challenge in vivo,” Talmadge 
said. “Indeed, SCID mice were 
protected from infection with a 
different strain of HIV, a poten¬ 
tially critical observation.” 

Studied in SF 

In 1991, Cel-Sci commenced a 
phase I study with the HGP-30 
AIDS immunogen using four dif¬ 
ferent dose levels in HIV-nega¬ 


tive volunteers at the Los Angeles 
USC Medical Center under Peter 
Heseltine, M.D. and at the San 
Francisco General Hospital, Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco (UCSF) under James Kahn, 
M.D. The results of this study 
showed the vaccine to be safe. 

In addition, the subjects re¬ 


ceiving the lower two dosage 
levels produced better overall 
cellular immune responses to 
HGP-30 than the volunteers re¬ 
ceiving the higher two dosage 
levels. Host cellular immune re¬ 
sponses are considered to be a 
key component in an effective 
immune response against HIV. 

In 1995, Cel-Sci initiated a 
clinical booster immunization 


study with volunteers from the 
earlier trial at the same two 
Medical Centers in California. 
This study was divided into two 
parts. In the first part, the vol¬ 
unteers received additional in¬ 
jections of the HGP-30 vaccine. 
In the second part, blood from 
the five subjects who had each 
received one of the lower two 
dose levels in the earlier clinical 
phase I trial was injected into 
the SCID mice. 

HGP-30 differs from other 
vaccine or immunogen candi¬ 
dates because it is a synthetic 
copy of a highly conserved part 
of the pl7 core protein of the 
HIV virus. Cel-Sci believes it has 
the potential of eliciting both 
cell-mediated immunity and an¬ 
tibody responses directed 
against HIV infection. 

Currently HGP-30 is being 
evaluated for its safety in a study 
with 22 HIV-positive people. The 
study is being conducted in col¬ 
laboration with AIDS ReSEARCH 
Alliance in California. T

Workshop on employment and government 
benefits for people with HIV Wednesday

T he fulfillment of employ¬ 
ment and necessity of a sta¬ 
ble income can be challeng¬ 
ing to maintain for people living 
with HIV-associated health prob¬ 
lems. 

Help with this mystifying topic 
will be provided at a workshop 
sponsored by Positive Resource 
and the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, “Working While Receiving 
Government Benefits: The Do’s 
and Don’ts,” from 11 a.m. to 12:30 
p.m. on Wednesday, June 26. 

Mark Misrok, project coordi¬ 
nator with Positive Resource, a 
work-referral and support service 
for people living with HIV, said 
people with HIV were often wary 
to leave disability and re-enter the 
workforce after recovering from a 
short-term illness. 

“There are some people who 
are frightened and mystified as to 
what they might be able to do, and 
they unnecessarily stay home in¬ 
stead of taking work that would 
be nurturing to their life,” Misrok 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “And 


some would be risking benefits, 
and maybe their healthcare, by 
taking work situations that could 
negatively affect their receiving 
benefits.” 

The workshop will be held in 
the Life Conference Room at Pos¬ 
itive Resource, located at 1675 
California Street (at Van Ness). 
The location is wheelchair-acces¬ 
sible, with space for approximate¬ 
ly 70, and limited parking is avail¬ 
able. 

Ruth Crowe, MSW, and Ellen 
Stein, MPH, both with the Finan¬ 
cial Benefits Program of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, will 
lead the workshop. It will begin 
with presentations by Crowe and 
Stein, and follow with a question- 
and-answer session. 

This will be the third work¬ 
shop of its kind sponsored by Pos¬ 
itive Resource and SFAF, but each 
have been facilitated by different 
experts on employment for peo¬ 
ple with HIV. With different 
workshop presenters, Misrok said, 
each give a unique perspective 
and provide more up-to-date in¬ 
formation on changing benefits 
opportunities. 
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“These workshops have been 
really popular in helping people 
penetrate the mysteries of the 
work incentive program Social 


Security has,” he said. “I consider 
it an excellent overview, and I en¬ 
courage people to make an ap¬ 
pointment with a benefits advo¬ 


cate and discuss the specifics of 
their individual opportunities or 
limitations as far as work earnings 
go.” T

Asian/Pacific 
Islanders plan 
AIDS forum

M west coast regional confer- 
JB| ence for HIV/AIDS/STD 
Jrll service providers working 
in the Asian & Pacific Islander 
communities will be held on July 
5 & 6, at the University of Wash¬ 
ington in Seattle. The conference, 
with the theme “Sharing Re¬ 
sources, Building Partnerships,” is 
sponsored by the Empowerment 
Through Training and Technical 
Assistance (ETTA) program of 
the San Francisco-based Asian & 
Pacific Islander American Health 
Forum. 

Funded by a grant from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), the conference 
seeks to increase information and 
resource sharing among those 
serving the HIV/AIDS/STD needs 
of A&PI communities; create a 
forum and an ongoing “round¬ 
table” in funding, service provi¬ 
sion, and public policy; and ad¬ 
dress common skills-building 
needs and identify gaps in techni¬ 
cal assistance and training. 

This is the second regional 
conference sponsored by the 
ETTA program. The first confer¬ 
ence for the East Coast was held 
in New York City in August last 
year, attended by over 100 partic¬ 
ipants representing HIV/AIDS 
agencies and health departments 
in New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Chicago Atlanta, and 
Washington, D.C. A similar num¬ 
ber of participants from Califor¬ 
nia, Washington state, and Ore¬ 
gon are expected to attend the 


Seattle Conference. ETTA is also 
planning to have a Pacific Islands 
regional conference in Honolulu 
within the next year or so. 

Latest available statistics from 
the CDC show that 3,265 APIs 
have been diagnosed with AIDS 
in the U.S., although community 
advocates believe that a much 
larger number are currently living 
with HIV infection. Ignatius Bau, 
ETTA program coordinator, told 
the B.A.R. that culturally-appro- 
priate services in the various 
A&PI communities are crucial in 
preventing the AIDS numbers 
from further escalating. 

“At the same time,” Bau added, 
“we need to develop the capacities 
of our communities and other 
providers, not only in meeting the 
needs of APIs with HIV or AIDS, 
but also in educating our target 
populations about other disease 
prevention.” 

Agencies collaborating to im¬ 
plement ETTA’s goals include the 
Asian AIDS Project in San Fran¬ 
cisco; the Asian Pacific AIDS 
Council in Seattle; the Asian Pa¬ 
cific AIDS Intervention Team and 
the Search to Involve Filipino 
Americans in Los Angeles; the In¬ 
dochinese Community Center in 
Springfield, Virginia; and the 
Asian and Pacific Islander Coali¬ 
tion on HIV/AIDS in New York. 

Currently ETTA is recruiting 
other API agencies to form a 
broader National Asian and Pacif¬ 
ic Islander Consortium on AIDS 
and STDs (NAPICAS), envi¬ 
sioned to be a national advocate 
for HIV/AIDS/STD service needs 
for all APIs living in the U.S. ▼

and U.S. District Judge S. Arthur 
Spiegel blocked its enforcement 
on grounds the law would result 
in an “increased threat of harass¬ 
ment” of homosexuals. 

A panel of the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed Spiegel, 
and the gay rights groups asked 
the Supreme Court for review. 

The organizations said the ap¬ 
peals panel ruling conflicted with 
decisions in other federal and 
state courts, and upholds “a bla¬ 
tantly discriminatory and exclu¬ 
sionary measure that does not ra¬ 
tionally further any legitimate 
government interest.” 

In opposition, Cincinnati ar¬ 
gued that the “Constitution does 
not guarantee that all citizens have 
a ‘fundamental constitutional 
right’ to ‘participate equally in the 
political process,”’ and that even if 
that right exists, Issue 3 was not in 
violation of it. ▼

Parkison remains in custody on 
$10 million bail. Merrill remains in 
custody on $1 million bail, and is 
represented by the Contra Costa 
County Public Defender’s Office. 
Parkison has fired Walnut Creek 
attorney Tom McKenna, who ini¬ 
tially represented him in connec¬ 
tion with the charge. 

“Basically I realized that I had 
a wet noodle of an attorney,” he 
said, “and I’m trying to find some¬ 
one who isn’t a wet noodle.” 

‘Something to 
protect myself’ 

Parkison told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he planned to plead not 
guilty to the murder-for-hire and 
conspiracy to commit murder 
charges, and said he was set up by 
massage therapist Vickie Ramsey 
- who treated Parkison, as well as 
patients, at his Clayton Road 
medical practice. 

“She’s crazy as hell. She was my 
personal massage therapist and 
worked in my office,” Parkison 
said. “She disappeared from my 
life last year and reappeared at the 
end of April.” 

According to court records, 
Ramsey is the informant who told 
investigators in 1995 she believed 
Parkison was responsible for a fire 
that damaged a Concord building 
where he leased an office. 

Last month, according to re¬ 
ports, Ramsey again contacted in¬ 
vestigators and told them Parkison 
had allegedly complained that his 
former lover “had snitched” about 
the arson fire and had begun talk¬ 
ing about killing Swan. She also 
said Parkison asked her to get him 


a gun with a silencer on it. 

Investigators say Parkison 
wanted to silence Swan, and to 
collect on his $450,000 life insur¬ 
ance policy. But Parkison dis¬ 
missed the arson charges as “bull¬ 
shit,” and said his legal problem 
began after Swan “shot up” an 
unidentified stimulant drug at 
Parkison’s house April 21. 

“He shot up at my house up 
about ten or eleven,” he told the 
B.A.R. “He snapped and got crazy 
when we getting into the car. I got 
him in the house but he went right 
back out, yelling, ‘I’m afraid of you, 


up,” and said Concord-area law 
enforcement officials wanted to 
“get the faggot doctor.” 

Parkison complained to the 
Bay Area Reporter that his $10 
million bail is too high, and that 
the media sensationalize his being 
a gay doctor in a town with an 
anti-gay reputation. 

“In East Concord, no less,” 
Parkison said. “That’s even more 
conservative. My bail’s higher 
than OJ’s - and there were two 
dead people in that situation. This 
is insane. My bail is higher than 
Patty Hearst’s was.”

afraid of you. I’m afraid you’re tsy- 
ing to kill me,’” Parkison said. 

“It’s incredible. I loved that 
man dearly,” he said. 

But Parkison also said, “I basi¬ 
cally got crazy and was pushed 
into doing something to protect 
myself.” 

Parkison said after Swan “went 
crazy” and made the allegations 
Parkison wanted to kill him, 
Ramsey showed back up in his 
life. “The police contacted her,” he 
said. “I was set up. [Ramsey] was 
the center of it. I don’t know 
about talking about that [to the 
press] over the phone.” 

‘Get the faggot’ 

Although he initially declined 
to discuss the case, Parkison called 
his arrest “a witchhunt and a set- 


A Mt. Diablo Municipal Court 
Judge ordered the high bail after 
Parkison’s arrest, because he be¬ 
lieved the Texas-trained physician 
is a flight risk. 

Parkison said that because he 
remains in custody, and not out 
on bail, he’s unable to attend to 
his financial affairs and stands to 
lose everything he owns - includ¬ 
ing his Clayton Road medical 
practice. 

“The doors are locked, and the 
windows are covered up with 
cardboard,” he said. 

“I wonder why I’m being treat¬ 
ed this way. There are doctors in 
Concord who have been arrested 
for more grievous things than I 
have and on multiple felony 
counts. They’re not slapped on the 
front page of the press day after 


day. But they’re all heterosexual.” 

Parkison said he is particularly 
concerned abut the fate of his two 
Yorkshire Terriers, cared for by a 
close friend who is house-sitting. 

Parkison and Merrill are ex¬ 
pected to appear in court today 
on the murder-for-hire and con¬ 


spiracy charges. Merrill told the 
Bay Area Reporter that he has con¬ 
tacted Friends Outside, a prison 
service group, to assist with the 
couple’s plight.

Swan and Ramsey were unsuc¬

C heryl Dunye’s impressive debut fea¬ 
ture Watermelon Woman — for all 
its brio, style and wit — isn’t a feel¬ 
good film.

Dunye has cast herself in her own film, 
like Orson Welles, Woody Allen and Spike 
Lee before her.

examines Japanese ‘onnabe’ 

T he British filmmakers of last year’s Lesbian and Gay Film Festival 
hit Dreamgirls weigh in this year with another look at gender sub¬ 
culture in Japan. Shinjuku Boys, an hour-long documentary, takes 
us inside Club Marilyn, a nightclub for women in Tokyo’s Shinjuku dis¬ 
trict, known for a lively nightlife catering to all persuasions. What sets 
Club Marilyn apart, though, is its staff of handsome onnabe — cross¬ 
dressing women who look, speak, and act like men, or rather, perfected, 
idealized versions of masculine types. 

The film begins by introducing three Club Marilyn hosts: Tatsu, 
Gaish, and Kazuki. The trio speaks frankly to the camera, identifying 
their own and one another’s particular charms: suave, self-assured Tatsu, 
tough-talking “bad boy” Gaish, and Kazuki’s softer, cuddly appeal. Then 
we see the dashing girlboys in action, charming and attentive as they 
pour drinks, sing karaoke, talk, flirt, and flatter their female patrons. 

So far, so good. Club Marilyn could be a Far East variant of SF’s Club 
Confidential, a butch-femme oasis tucked away in Shinjuku’s narrow, 
neon-lit streets. But the female patrons are mostly heterosexual, and the 
onnabe themselves don’t necessarily identify as lesbian. They character-

ed in amateur psychologizing 
(“Clinton is in love with process, 
with squeezing, lubricating, 
wringing and milking the hidden 
organs of power”) and showing 
off her ability to see cheapness 
and vulgarity in virtually every¬ 
thing (“Clinton has true 
charisma, a magic aura hov¬ 
ering around major histori¬ 
cal figures and screen 
stars”). 

But by far the 
most absurd state¬ 
ment in this absurd 
essay, and the one 
that really makes 
us wonder why 
The Advocate em¬ 
ploys her, is Paglia’s 
notion that “the White House is 
currently bimbo free [what about 
Hillary?] because of the presi¬ 
dent’s chaste homoerotic bonding 
with cutesy George 
Stephanopoulos, the human pin 
cushion and chief catamite.” 
Camille, get a real job. 

Passing for white, straight 

Ever since Tina Brown took 
over as editor at the venerable 
New Yorker, its covers have been 
no stranger to controversy. Recent 
cover images have 
stirred up He¬ 
brews, blacks and 
Arabs. For Gay 
Pride Day in 1994, 
the magazine 
wielded a pair of 
gay grooms atop 
a wedding cake. 

This year for Gay 
Pride, the cover 
parodies Alfred 
Eisenstaedt’s 
famed photo¬ 
graph from Life 
magazine of a 
couple kissing 
after being re¬ 
united at the 
end of World 
War II. The 
painting, by 
Barry Blitt, is 
titled, “Don’t 
Ask.” 

We could¬ 
n’t help but 
notice a great 
irony in the 
connection between this woozy 
picture and one of the issue’s os¬ 
tensibly unrelated feature articles. 
The piece in question, a profile of 
Anatole Broyard, famed essay¬ 
ist, and, for a long time, the pow¬ 
erful daily book reviewer for The 
New York Times, is a somber de¬ 
piction of the personal destruc¬ 
tion caused by suppressing either 
asking or telling. Broyard har¬ 
bored a secret that twisted and ul¬ 
timately curtailed his life and 
writing: he was passing for white. 
Don’t ask, don’t tell, indeed. 

As told by Henry Louis 
Gates, Jr., Broyard’s story calls 
for and receives our sympathy. Yet 
how many readers will see that 
gay people are being required, 
against their will, to make the sac¬ 
rifice Broyard made on his own? 
And if the price Broyard paid for 
passing was so great, how can we 
be asked to do the equivalent— 
that is, pass for straight? This con¬ 
nection between cover and profile 
passes without comment by The 
New Yorker's editors. Yet it seems 
likely that a fair number of read¬ 
ers will see in this juxtaposition 
similarities in the struggle of 
blacks and gays for recognition in 
society Finally, we wonder if Bill 
Clinton, when he eventually 
comes to understand that passing 
is outdated for both blacks and 
gays, will make the front cover. 

Shelley stymied 

Because they usually showcase 
the work of dead composers, the 
crew at 42nd St. Moon (at the 


New Conservatory Theatre) was 
delighted when lyricist Hal 
Hackady agreed to Ay out for the 
San Francisco premiere of his 
1975 Aop musical Goodtime 
Charley, based on the lives of 
Joan of Arc and Charles Valois, 
the Dauphin of 
France. 

Hackady and his 
partner, composer 
Larry Grossman, 
had collaborated on 
one Broadway musi¬ 
cal before this, the 
1970 biography of 
the Marx Broth¬ 
ers called Minnie's 
Boys, which starred 
none other than 
Shelley Winters, 
who apparently looked just like 
Mrs. Marx. 

Hackady remembers working 
with Winters as a pleasure, 
though he recalls Shelley had 
trouble remembering the words 
to the songs. “She was terrified 
and forgot the lyrics,” Hackady 
says. “After one particularly bad 
night I was furious that our 
months of work were for nothing. 
I went storming backstage ready 
to scream. When I got into her 
dressing room, she was sitting in 


the middle of the Aoor looking 
through a scrapbook someone 
had made her. Tears were stream¬ 
ing down her face, and I just 
melted. She was looking at an old 
picture of herself from the 1947 
movie A Double Life when she 
looked up at me and said, ‘I was 
so beautiful.’ I told her she still 
was and that she was just a little 
heavy. She sighed and nodded.” 

In spite of what her reputation 
might lead us to think, Hackady 
insists that Winters was “kind, 
giving, and warm.” 

Of his recent projects (which 
include the show The Valentine 
Touch, which he wrote with for¬ 
mer porn star Jack Wrangler), 
Hackady is most proud of the 
musical he wrote with the late 
Jonathan Larson, Rent’s Pulitzer 
Prize- and Tony Award-winning 
author. Titled Blocks, the show 
was written for teenagers as part 
of a program to keep music in 
high schools. Hackady says he 
hopes the show will be filmed for 
broadcast on HBO. 

At present, Hackady is at work 
on a legit musicalization of What¬ 
ever Happened to Baby Jane, 
which will have its premiere in 
London perhaps as early as 
Christmas. Millicent Martin is 
signed on to play Baby Jane, and 
Julia Mackenzie is about to sign 
on in the role of wheelchair- 
bound Blanche. Hackady says he 
has returned to the original novel 
as his primary source rather than 
the campy 1962 film. T

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Party favor 

David Dillon wrote "m/cf/'e fag play" as an antidote to queer ennui

laywright David Dillon is an 
unabashed lover of naked 
men. He celebrates this love 
in his first play, the mega-hit 
Party, which opened earlier this 
week at the Cable Car Theatre. 
Dillon’s somewhat notorious 
work, in which seven gay men 
play a form of truth or dare and 
end up naked, is preceded by its 
reputation as, well, a good excuse 
to see naked men. 

After a successful run in 
Chicago, where the play pre¬ 
miered in 1992, Party whooped it 
up off Broadway in a season that 


also included Terrence McNally’s 
Love! Valor! Compassion! and Jean 
Cocteau’s Indiscretions, which 
both featured extensive male nu¬ 
dity. When critics bemoaned the 
preponderance of male flesh, they 
pointed to Party as the trend’s 
progenitor. 

Party has taken its share of 
knocks, but its producers are cry¬ 
ing all the way to the bank. The 
San Francisco incarnation of Dil¬ 
lon’s opus is the tenth staging of 
the play on a tour that has desti¬ 
nations all over the U.S., Canada 
and Europe. 

Playwright Dillon, 39, in town 
this week to help this production 
get on its feet, says he is not both¬ 


ered by people thinking of Party 
as “that funny gay play with seven 
naked gay men.” But he does take 
issue with people who can’t see 
beyond exposed skin. “If all peo¬ 
ple want to see is a dirty play, 
they’ll see a dirty play,” he says. 
“When people take issue with the 
nudity, it bothers me because 
there’s more to the play than that.” 

Recalling 
‘wonderful times’ 

That something, Dillon ex¬ 
plains, is an antidote to the dour 
messages offered by so many of 
today’s gay plays. In fact, Party 
came into being because Dillon 
was searching for a play to direct. 
Forging through a pile of original 
scripts and anthologies, Dillon says 
he came across good plays and 
awful plays, but they all had one 
thing in common: all dealt with 
how difficult and painful it is to be 
gay. “They were all about how 
being gay is a tortuous experience,” 
he explains. “Death, dying, illness, 
homophobia, gay bashing, coming 
out — you name it. I believe in the 
message of many of these plays, 
but I realized that there was no flip 
side to the darkness. We need the 
issue plays, but we need a bright, 
positive side too.” 

Having come out in the disco 
era, Dillon says he recalls a golden 
age for being gay. “It was before 
the nightmare happened,” he re¬ 
calls, “and we were enjoying a 
freedom we had never had before. 
The music, the clubs — it was all 
about celebration. There was a 
pure sense of joy and humor that 
existed in our lives. It was before 
the gym clones took over and we 
became, to my mind, more shal¬ 
low. Since the nightmare of AIDS, 
we’ve kind of forgotten those 
wonderful things.” 

Recalling that time, Dillon was 
inspired to write a play that focused 
on what he considers to be the 
strengths of the gay community. 
“We have a wonderful sense of 
humor and a wonderful sense of 
style. We are capable of great friend¬ 
ships and are more sexually honest 
than any other segment of the pop¬ 
ulation. I wanted to create a play 
that took me back to what it felt like 
before AIDS happened, without ig¬ 
noring the fact that it’s here. I want¬ 
ed to tell people: live your life, enjoy 
your life, have a wonderful time, 
love each other and be responsible 
about your lives.” 

After four days in seclusion, 
Dillon emerged with a play based 
on a series of parties he’d attend¬

ed at which guests played truth or 
dare. Thanks to the then-popular 
Madonna documentary of the 
same name, the game was on 
everybody’s mind. 

After nearly four years of suc¬ 


cess in the big time, Dillon says he 
is ready to settle down for a while 
and work on a book about his ex¬ 
periences, some of which are pret¬ 
ty vivid. For instance, when Dil¬ 
lon hit New York, he’d recently 
been diagnosed with chronic de¬ 
pression. Uncertain about what 
medication to take for his illness, 
and disoriented by the fast pace of 
New York and the tremendous 
success of his play, the playwright 
went into what he calls the “abyss” 
of a serious drug problem. “I had 
a $2,000-a-week free-basing co¬ 
caine habit,” he says. “It was a 
huge nightmare. I was scared of 
going to New York, and then the 
success of the play threw me. I al¬ 
ways tell people now to be careful 
what they wish for.” 

Great expectations 

When the New York Times re¬ 
view of Party came out, Dillon, 
who was in the cast for both the 
Chicago and New York produc¬ 
tions, remembers coming off the

Getting starkers on stage 


D avid Dillon has been besieged with offers from people look¬ 
ing for work as audition assistant on Party, The playwright 
has been nonplussed by the unusual attention paid to what 
is normally a mundane task. But, then, there is nothing normal 
about a Party audition. As serious contenders for the show will tell 
you, final callbacks entail disrobing. As titillating as that may sound, 
Dillon insists, “it’s so much more exciting to watch a porn movie 
than to watch auditions for this show. I know it sounds like a turn¬ 
on, but it’s really not.” 

Actors did not have to strip in the first Chicago auditions, and 
that, Dillon explains, led to some problems. “If you’re auditioning 
42nd Street, you gotta know if they can tap dance. If you’re doing 
Party, you gotta know if they can get naked in a stressful situation 
in front of strangers. We had actors who said they could do it, then 
couldn’t, and the whole thing became therapy. The play can’t be 
therapy, it’s comedy.” 

Also, there are just certain things the producers and director 
need to know. “If you’re casting a priest,” Dillon says, “you need to 
know whether or not the actor has pierced nipples. If you’re cast¬ 
ing the naive college kid, you’ve gotta know if he has a dragon tat¬ 
too all over his chest. One character in the play is a dancer and there 
are references to his butt. You have to believe that the actor playing 
him a) is a dancer, and b) has a great butt. I think a great butt is 
God’s greatest invention, so I have celebrated that a little in this 
play.” 

Having seen thousands and thousands of naked men over the 
last four years, not to mention the ones he’s auditioned for the play, 
Dillon and his producers follow strict Actor’s Equity rules about 
nudity in auditions. “It’s handled as professionally as you can han¬ 
dle an awkward situation," he says. “It’s very important to us that 
the actors feel respected and not exploited.” 

Dillon says he never tires of naked men in his personal life (he 
admits to non-monk-like behavior but never with anyone affiliat¬ 
ed with Party), but professionally, the nudity means it’s just anoth¬ 
er day. At the end of the day, most people are asked how it went at 
the office. Dillon, after auditioning for a Canadian production, was 
asked, “So how many were cut and how many uncut?” Dillon’s re¬ 
sponse: “Honestly, I just couldn’t remember.” ▼

stage and seeing his producer 
holding stacks of newspapers and 
a bottle of champagne. “The re¬ 
view was a rave. I stood there in 
the wings and read a rave review 
for my first play in New York, and 
I was elated for five minutes. I 
woke up the next day and my life 
was no different. That fucked with 
me a lot. I don’t know what I ex¬ 
pected, but something, some sort 
of fabulousness. It’s not like I ex¬ 
pected Liza to throw me a dinner 
party the next day, but I expected 
my life to change. This just threw 
me into the pit.” 

Dillon says he has successfully 
overcome the drug problem and 
is on a much more even keel these 
days. He is now toying with the 
idea of making LA or San Francis¬ 
co his new home. He’s also 
thrilled with how the San Francis¬ 
co production is shaping up. “I 
think the LA production has been 
the best so far,” he offers, “but the 
San Francisco cast is outstanding.” 

Two original Chicago and New 
York cast members — Ted Bales 
and Kellum Lewis — are in the SF 
troupe, and Lewis is directing. Two 
cast members from LA are also in 
the show, with three San Francisco 
actors rounding out the ensemble. 

Dillon may refer to Party as “a 
funny little play” or “a nudie fag 
show,” but he says he takes the 
whole enterprise — comedy and 
all — in earnest. “I’m deadly seri¬ 
ous about the play’s message, and 
that message is that you can be 
gay and happy. It’s about friend¬ 
ship, family, love, humor and 
being sex-positive without being 
sleazy. I think those are wildly im¬ 
portant statements to make.” T

T he very notion of solo per¬ 
formance is daunting 
enough, but to perform a 
five-character play on your own is 
downright terrifying. Yet this is 
exactly what Frank DiPalermo has 
done with Public Transit, Private 
Parts, now at Theatre Rhinoceros. 
Not content with monologues or 
brief character sketches, DiPaler¬ 
mo has written a full-blown play 
(it premiered in San Diego last 
year) in which he simultaneously 
portrays five characters waiting at 
a bus stop. It’s a courageous no¬ 
tion to be sure, but, though Di- 
Palermo assays this challenge with 
grace and gusto, complete success 
eludes him. 

DiPalermo is hobbled by the 
very set-up of his play: people in¬ 
teracting at a bus stop is just not 
juicy or believable enough. Sus¬ 
pension of disbelief allows that 
the five fairly stereotyped charac¬ 
ters he creates might talk to each 
other, but change each other’s 
lives? It’s a shaky foundation. 

Each of the characters is hold¬ 
ing onto a memory that both 
soothes and tortures. The first 
character is Frankie, a tough-talk¬ 
ing hoodlum just out of prison. 
With his crotch-grabbing, foul- 
mouthed manner, Frankie works 
every Brooklyn-born punk man¬ 
nerism imaginable. Frankie’s dark 
secret involves a suspiciously in¬ 


tense relationship with Pauly, his 
deceased partner in crime. 

DiPalermo sets up an immedi¬ 
ate contrast with the entrance of 
Thommy, a quippy queen and 
frustrated “artiste” whose job at a 
medical warehouse, combined 
with the grief of losing his entire 
circle of friends to AIDS, has 
made him suicidal (oddly, 
though, his despair doesn’t inhib¬ 
it his ability to bitch, dish and 
slam). Frankie and Thommy hate 
each other immediately, yet some¬ 
how this does not prevent them 
from achieving a meaningful con¬ 
nection 90 minutes later. 

With Frankie and Thommy, 
DiPalermo is more assured, both 
physically and vocally, than he is 
with his next three characters. Joe 
is a sweet and wise (of course) el¬ 
derly man in the early stages of 
Alzheimer’s disease trying to hold 
on to his memories. Sunny is Joe’s 
Southern belle caregiver, and Rozz 
is Joe’s best friend, a Jewish les¬ 
bian with fond memories of her 


unconventional relationship with 
Joe’s late wife. There are moments 
when DiPalermo fails to distin¬ 
guish between Rozz’s ethnic ac¬ 
cent and Joe’s “old man” voice. 
There’s no mistaking the South¬ 
ern drawl of Sunny; you just wish 
she could be something other 
than another stereotype. Pre¬ 
dictability ultimately lessens the 
impact DiPalermo is aiming for. 
He impresses more as actor than 
writer. 

At nearly 90 minutes. Public 
Transit, Private Parts is 30 min¬ 
utes too long and tends to ramble, 
thus losing its emotional focus. 
Tightened up and with more as¬ 
tute attention from director 
David Yoder, this solo piece could 
be a real showcase for DiPalermo’s 
talent. ▼

brothers in the military who took 
frequent furloughs and always 
came home with shopping bags 
full of novels by a wide assort¬ 
ment of writers, Kyle Onscott, 
Frank G. Slaughter, Frank Harris, 
Terry Southern, James Baldwin 
and Jean Genet, to name a few. 
Mixed in was a healthy helping of 
sleazy sex titles like Hungry 
Thighs, Trailer Park Tramps, and 
my childhood favorite, Abnormals 
Anonymous. I tore through the 
pages of these titles in search of 
“gay moments,” listing the num¬ 
bers of the raciest pages on the in¬ 
side back cover (this was before 
the days of Post-Its and I was 
loathe to bend pages). I remember 
thinking at the time (I was about 
14 or 15) how nice it would be if 
some kind soul would publish a 
page-by-page guide to the erotic 
— especially gay — content of 
“literature,” both high and low. 

I’ve never seen such a list for 
books, but I can take revenge on 
my own past by providing horny 
male viewers with a list of the 
films and videos in the 1996 SF 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival that 
contain clear shots of full frontal 
male nudity. Considering that the 
penis is so underrepresented in 
media today, to the point that it 
deserves Endangered Icon status, 
it's not a bad idea. That said, this 
year’s festival goes some length in 
remedying this dire situation as 
our spongy-tissued little pal ap¬ 
pears in all manner of situations, 
sometimes as a mere walk-on, 
other times as the star of the 
show. We get penises in profile 
and close-up, discreetly shadowed 
and starkly clear, limp, rock-hard, 
even faux, in a reconstructed ver¬ 


sion glued to a transsexual. Occa¬ 
sionally we see the little guy doing 
the duty commanded by his DNA 

— fucking a mouth, an ass, a 
pussy, or accommodating a greasy 
hand. After this cruel tease, let’s 
move to specifics. 

Man, boy flesh 

Philip B. Roth’s Sex, Work, and 
the American Family gives a triple 
pay-off. Director Roth shows us in 
elaborate detail — and in all kinds 
of situations — not only a dick 
but hisd ick. This kind of self-rev¬ 
elation (or is it merely rank ego¬ 
tism?) is rare, though Fassbinder 
in A Fox and His Friends comes to 
mind. But Roth goes a step fur¬ 
ther in showing his first het expe¬ 
rience, as he screws — who else? 

— a motherly Annie Sprinkle in 
lurid close-up. Roth is, as he ad¬ 
vertises in his “erotic masseur” 
ads, good-looking, and his penis 
is also easy on the eyes. 

In Peter Litton’s The Art of 
Cruising Men, erotic dramatiza¬ 
tions give us sidelong glimpses of 
the “greasy weasel,” and the men 
involved are buff and fetching. 
Some viewers may find the con¬ 
texts overripe — particularly a 
mindless Jean Auel-style recreation 
of two hunky cavemen prancing 
through a field and then screwing 
each other with a “sheep’s gut con¬ 
dom.” Safe sex, B.C.? 

The now taboo image of the. 
teenage boy is fearlessly unveiled 
for excitable viewers in Keith 
Froelich’s The Toilers and the Way¬ 
farers. When poor Dieter is kicked 
out of his home for perceived fag- 
gotry, he connects with a friend in 
Minneapolis who turns tricks to 
make ends meet. Nudity is a nat¬ 
ural part of these boys’ lives, and 
the camera reveals all without ex¬ 
ploiting their smooth, strong bod¬ 
ies. Less lucky are the real-life 


prostitutes and porn stars of Wik- 
tor Grodecki’s Body without Soul. 
These boys, also in their teens, are 
forced by the miserable Czech 
economy into a life of wrenching 
abuse, courtesy of a too-helpful 
police coroner and a porn direc¬ 
tor named Pavel. It’s hard to get 
excited by the numerous hard¬ 
core shots of these boys in action 
after you hear Pavel telling how he 
routinely beats them to keep them 
in line and refuses to let them 
wear condoms because German 
audiences won’t accept it. 

Devastating shower scene 

Moving further into Eastern 
Europe there’s Zelimir Zilnik’s 
Marble Ass, a mix of John Waters 
and Quentin Tarantino starring 
two hatchet-faced Serbian drag 
queens and a devastatingly beau¬ 
tiful but brainless rough-trade 
hunk named Johnny, whose 
charms are briefly unveiled for the 
careful viewer. Audiences disap¬ 
pointed with the fact that the film 
is not simply 90 minutes of John¬ 


ny walking around naked, playing 
with himself, or screwing his drag 
girlfriend will find consolation in 
the fact that he is at least naked or 
semi-naked much of the time. 

From Italy there’s Massimo 
Spano’s Marching into Darkness, 
an erotically charged thriller that 
centers on the rape of a straight 
male by two straight-identified 
but bisexual guys. When the vic¬ 
tim sues, he’s alternately protected 
and threatened by another guy, 
Tricarico, who is in love with him. 
Tricario>( Thomas Kretschmann) 
is gorgeous, and happily gets the 
nude scene, though the circum¬ 
stances are less than happy. He’s 
showering, and the director slow¬ 
ly moves the camera up his pow¬ 
erful form in profile; suddenly 
he’s attacked, and as he lies bleed¬ 
ing in the shower, hungry viewers 
will zero in on his clearly visible 
dick, a choice slice of uncut Ger-

ize themselves more along the 
lines of a third sex — neither male 
nor female — or as transgen- 
dered. (It’s important to note, 
however, that such popular West¬ 
ern terms do not necessarily mean 
the same thing in the East, and 
that Japan has a long history of 
culturally unique genderbending 
traditions.) 

Although the club discourages 
its hosts from having girlfriends, 
Tatsu lives with Tomoe, with 
whom he shares a sweet and lov¬ 
ing relationship. When asked how 
she characterizes her lover, Tomoe 
says, “I don’t think of Tatsu as a 
man or a woman. Tatsu is just 
Tatsu.” Gaish, in typical playboy 
fashion, strings along a number of 
girlfriends. Kazuki lives in an in¬ 
timate, non-sexual relationship 
with Kumi, a male transsexual 
nightclub dancer. 

Limited context 

The onnabe speak frankly 
about sex: they “do” their girl¬ 
friends but rarely allow themselves 
to be touched, and don’t like to 
disrobe, to be revealed without the 
cool suits that help establish their 
male identities. Tatsu and Tomoe 
discuss how they have deepened 
their intimate relationship, and 
allow that they sometimes fanta¬ 
size that Tatsu could be a “real 
man.” Gaish acknowledges the 
self-loathing that accompanies 
being alone and being different in 
Japanese society. In a particularly 
candid scene, Kazuki telephones 
her mother on her birthday and 
comes out as “one of those peo¬ 
ple.” “That was terrifying,” she says 
after hanging up, “and wonderful.” 

Though Shinjuku Boys offers 
glimpses into a fascinating demi¬ 
monde and plenty of personal 
narrative from the three onnabe, 
the film lacks broader context. 
We’re set right down into Club 


man meat. 

For those who are sick of the 
penis and its pushy, demanding, 
patriarchal ways, Rosa von Praun- 
heim’s Transsexual Menace shows 
us a fake, a reconstruction for a 
transsexual. Some of the short 
films have cock cameos: Love 
Film, a Methedrine-inspired cin¬ 
ematic flip-book of familiar porn 
hunks; and Squishy Does Porno, a 
Dionysian spectacle that features 
everybody’s favorite orgy ensem¬ 
ble, the clusterfuck. 

There are other films in the 
festival that apparently display the 
purple-headed monster but they 
were unavailable for screening: 
Bruce La Bruce’s hard-core Hus¬ 
tler White, and Everett Lewis’ Skin 
and Bones, along with some queer 
cartoons (pictured). 

Where’s the beef? 

On the opposite end of the 
spectrum are films that should 
have featured dick but didn’t. A 
movie like the Norwegian Sebast¬ 
ian, a wonderfully sympathetic 
view of teen angst, has two gor¬ 
geous leads, but all we see are their 
dazzling smiles and well-devel¬ 
oped chests. Boyfriends is another 
tantalizer, again featuring a dis¬ 
gustingly beautiful twentyish guy, 
a fearless fuckhound whose body 
promises a major hunk of meat, 
but, alas, we’ll never know for 
sure. A short called Leather ex¬ 
plores lots of what it calls “safe, 
sane and consensual” S & M acts, 
but it’s like watching Ken dolls 
being tortured — no dicks! But 
why carp? The emergence of the 
penis in our culture, however 
slow, is inevitable. All we have to 
do is open our mouths. ▼ 


Marilyn and the private lives of 
Tatsu, Gaish, and Kazuki, but 
Shinjuku Boys does not address 
the cultural and social milieu in 
which the club and its denizens 
exist. I would have liked more in- 
depth interviews with the straight 
women customers about their 
motives and desires and how they 
understand the onnabe scene, as 
filmmakers Kim Longinotto and 
Jano Williams did in Dreamgirls 
(a film about female performers 
who play “male” roles in a popular 
form of music theater). 

In essence, onnabe provide 
Japanese women the same service 
that Japanese men commonly re¬ 
ceive from “hostesses” in a typical 
Tokyo nightclub, bar, or “love 
hotel” — establishments that exist 
to satisfy jusfabout every possible 
fantasy, and which are geared to¬ 
ward men, of course. It is ironic 
that it is women (albeit transves- 
tite/transgendered) who are pro¬ 
viding other Japanese women the 
experience of being attended to by 
“men,” rather than attending to 
men, which is their common lot 
regardless of social strata. Does 
Club Marilyn represent the 
fringes of a feminist movement in 
Japan, a haven for third-sexed 
Japanese women, or simply the 
brainstorm of a clever entrepre¬ 
neur who found a marketing gap 
and filled it? 

Shinjuku Boys doesn’t answer 
these questions — nor does the 
film even raise them. But it does 
give us a backstage look into the 
lives of these three onnabe, who 
generously and honestly share 
their thoughts and reflections. 
Reading between the lines, we 
sense the bravery with which they 
face the struggle of making their 
own queer way in an extremely 
socially-codified and patriarchal 
culture. T

1 ho does Rosa von Praun- 
heim think he is? My gay 
film encyclopedia hails 
him as “one of the world’s leading 
gay directors and the enfant terri¬ 
ble of New German Cinema but 
on the basis of his entry in this 
year’s queer film festival, Neurosia: 

50 Years of Perversity, we might also 
say he is one of the most arrogant. 

In his latest work, von Praunheim, 
who brought us A Virus Knows No 

Morals and I Am My Own Woman , ” . 

imagines that all of his many enemies have overtaken him. Shot 
while on stage hosting a grand tribute to himself, the filmmaker’s 
body is spirited away while a sleazy television journalist digs 
through his trash, reads his diaries, moves in with his loving moth¬ 
er, and generally indulges in the most lurid speculations about von 
Praunheim’s sex-crazed existence. 

The filmmaker uses this opportunity to take an absurdist, high¬ 
ly subjective stroll through his own life — from his first homosex¬ 
ual encounter as a trembling youth, to watching Anita Bryant take 
a pie in the face, to a perverse physical affair with a much older 
woman. Watching Neurosia, you may be highly entertained, bored 
to death, or just plain perplexed. Like his better known contempo¬ 
raries of New German Cinema — Fassbinder, Herzog, Wenders 
Rosa von Praunheim is not for all tastes, but those who appreciate 
his blend of camp, kitsch and bombast will be rewarded with an 

important vision from our radical past. ▼ _.

sideline videotaping service in 
Philadelphia. They’re both black. 
Tamara’s girlfriend is black; Cheryl 
gets picked up by a wealthy white 
airhead named Diana (Guin Go 
Fish Turner). Tamara has trouble 
with Cheryl’s taste for white meat; 
she dislikes white women in gen¬ 
eral, and their young punk co¬ 
worker in particular. 

This contemporary set-up dra¬ 
matizes the issues raised by the 
film within the film. A fictional 
documentary, consisting of found 
footage and Cheryl’s own re¬ 
search, evokes the life of a black 
actress in old Hollywood known 
only as the Watermelon Woman. 
Dunye displays a dazzling facility 
at imitating a variety of cinematic 
styles — on-the-street interviews, 
talking heads, newsreel, home 
movies, even a shot-through- 
cheesecloth Hollywood romance. 

Cheryl’s quest for the true 
identity of the Watermelon 
Woman translates as an opportu¬ 
nity for a number of tongue-in- 
cheek star turns. Sarah Schulman 
is a put-upon volunteer at the 
Center for Lesbian Information 
and Technology (CLIT), a.k.a. the 
Lesbian Herstory Archives in New 
York. She refuses to let Cheryl film 
in “safe space” until the collective, 
which meets every other month, 
reaches consensus. 

Camille Paglia, as a professor¬ 
ial talking head, gives characteris¬ 
tically wrong-headed spins on 
racist icons — the mammy and 
the watermelon — irrelevantly 
reminiscing about her own Ital- 
ian-American girlhood. This par¬ 
ody is so good it’s hard to tell if it’s 
intentional. 

Two other cameos feature 
well-known artists as fictional in¬ 
terviewees. Brian (Porno Afro 
Homo) Freeman plays a collector 
of race film memorabilia. Poet 
Cheryl Clarke is Shirley, a stone 
butch who remembers the Water¬ 
melon Woman in her post-Holly¬ 
wood days, when she sang in 
Philadelphia nightclubs under her 
almost real name, Fae Richards. 

The story that emerges, in dribs 
and drabs, about the Watermelon 
Woman is not so much an individ¬ 
ualized portrait as an archetype of 
The Unknown Black Lesbian Per¬ 


former. An icon rescued from the 
distortions of the white suprema¬ 
cist cultural hegemony that was/is 
Hollywood, Fae Richards is recon¬ 
textualized as a black woman and a 
lesbian along lines predrawn by 
contemporary cultural studies. 
Dunye’s homage is groundbreak¬ 
ing insofar as her highly entertain¬ 
ing treatment makes black feminist 
analysis accessible to a non-acade¬ 
mic audience. 

The Watermelon Woman was 
featured in films directed by 
Martha Page, who was also her 
lover. It’s fair to assume Page is a 
stand-in for the real-life Dorothy 
Arzner, since there was no other 
woman director in ’30s and ’40s 
Hollywood. Too bad no one in the 
film has anything nice to say about 
the ersatz Arzner, who’s subsumed 
into the whole racist Hollywood 
enterprise until she seems person¬ 
ally responsible for it. 

“Why do you even want to in¬ 
clude a white woman in a movie 
on Fae’s life?” is what Fae 
Richards’ aging, sick and impov¬ 
erished black lover wants to know. 
In a letter to Cheryl she continues, 
“Our family will always only have 
each other.” Up to that point 
Cheryl herself had often used the

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word “family” to mean the lesbian 
and gay community. This other 
usage makes it clear that the lega¬ 
cy of racism involves rifts between 
lesbians that will never heal. 

This racial dykotomy carries 
over into Cheryl’s personal life. 
She allows herself to be seduced 
by her customer, Diana, who 
seems to have nothing but time 
on her hands. An energetic sex 
scene — which features some nice 
black-on-white body shots and 
reveals Turner’s pierced tongue — 
is backgrounded by a “race film” 
playing on Diana’s VCR, starring 
the Watermelon Woman. 

When Cheryl tries to defend 
her relationship, the critical 
Tamara dismisses Diana as “a 
wannabe black girl.” Later, Cheryl 
and Diana are lounging in bed, 
talking. When the white girl 
boasts of having had three black 
male lovers, Cheryl blurts, “You’re 
such a mess.” Close-up on Diana’s 
hurt, confused look. Exit Cheryl 
to continue work on her film. 

The conflict that’s been 
dredged up is left unresolved. Tak¬ 
ing the aesthetic high road, 
Cheryl’s concluding monologue 
accentuates Fae Richards’ ability 
to negotiate a career amidst over¬ 
whelming prejudice. Announcing 
to herself and the world, “I can be 
a black lesbian director,” Dunye 
positions herself as a cultural ac¬ 
tivist for the ’90s — a realist who 
will succeed on her own terms. T

Rave like you rock 

T ake techno-dance 
music and stick it 
within a rock concert 
context and you’ve got some 
idea of what British techno 
bands Orbital (right) and 
Underworld are like live. 

Both groups have gained 
quite a reputation for their 
captivating live shows, be¬ 
coming celebrities in an 
otherwise personality-free 
rave scene, which revolves 
more around the DJs who 
spin the records rather than the groups who make them. 

Unlike many of their dance-music contemporaries, they don’t 
play along to the beat of pre-recorded DAT tapes. So what you 
hear on record—namely Orbital’s recently-released In Sides and 
Underworld’s Second Toughest In The Infants—is not necessarily 
what you get live. Like a rock band, both groups tend to “jam,” 
improvising rhythms and melodies with samplers and mixers, 
rather than guitars and drums, creating dance music that is spon¬ 
taneous, edgy, and exciting. ▼ —Adrian Roberts

Fierce reminiscence 




I Shall Not Be Removed: 
The Life of Marlon Riggs

O n April 5,1994, at the age of 
37, black, gay filmmaker 
and teacher Marlon Riggs 
died after an exhausting battle 
with AIDS. He was in the midst of 
completing Black Is, Black Ain't, 
his last in a series of distinguished 
films about the personal, political, 
and cultural components of black 
gay identity. I Shall Not Be Re¬ 
moved pays tribute to this pas¬ 
sionate and gifted man. 


Ain't, forms the core of Everett’s 
hour-long documentary. 

Although it makes a few nods 
to Riggs’ innovative filmmaking 
style, I Shall Not Be Removed gen¬ 
erally follows a conventional doc¬ 
umentary format. Arranged 
chronologically, the film follows 
Riggs’ career and the develop¬ 
ment of his artistic and political 
stance. His diagnosis with HIV 
prompted Riggs to place himself 
and his own struggles with 
racism, identity, sexuality, and ho¬ 
mophobia at the heart of his 


Everett's film is a good 
introduction to the life and work of 
one of America’s great film artists. 


Director Karen Everett, a for¬ 
mer student of Riggs at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berkeley, was 
given his permission to begin 
filming in 1992. During the last 
two years of his life, she shot more 
than 50 hours of footage. This 
material, intercut with archival 
images from Riggs’ childhood and 
youth and generous clips from his 
own works, including Ethnic No¬ 
tions, Tongues Untied, Non Je Ne 
Regrette Rien (No Regrets), Color 
Adjustment, and Black Is, Black 


filmic explorations. This life- 
transforming shift resulted in the 
beautiful and controversial film 
Tongues Untied. Riggs’ master- 
work quickly galvanized both 
black/gay viewers and the Reli¬ 
gious Right, which co-opted its 
imagery for its own anti-gay pro¬ 
paganda and publicly reviled 
Riggs. 

I Shall Not Be Removed chron¬ 
icles this heating up and melting 
together of Riggs’ private and 
public lives. He responded with

increased energy and determina¬ 
tion, quickly turning out several 
more films celebrating gayness: 
Affirmations, Anthem, and No Re¬ 
grets. He continued the examina¬ 
tion into racism and black identi¬ 
ty in America begun in his first 
documentary Ethnic Notions with 
Color Adjustment and Black Is, 
Black Ain't. Riggs maintained this 
frenetic pace of creative activity, 
in addition to teaching film at 
UCB, all the while battling chron¬ 
ic AIDS-related illnesses. 

Everett’s bedside presence dur¬ 
ing the painful final weeks of 
Rigg’s life bears witness to the 
physical and emotional strain 
borne not only by those dying of 
AIDS, but by their partners, fam¬ 
ilies, and caregivers. Riggs’ long¬ 
time lover Jack, notably absent 
from similar autobiographical 
material included in Black Is, 
Black Ain’t, appears on camera 
several times and offers his per¬ 
spective on their relationship and 
its challenges. Riggs himself re¬ 
sponds to the controversy that 
surrounded his championing of 
black gay solidarity in Tongues 
Untied when he himself had a 
white lover. The loving, support¬ 
ive relationship Marlon and Jack 
shared is movingly invoked. 

Although it breaks no new 
ground, I Shall Not Be Removed is 
a good introduction to the life 
and work of one of America’s 
great film artists. It should inspire 
viewers to seek out Marlon Riggs’ 
work and share the vision of this 
fierce and eloquent advocate for 
love and freedom. T

Dirty Bird lands in SF 

Queercore festival this weekend

A lthough the media spotlight 
aimed at that phenomenon 
known as ‘queercore’ has 
dimmed over the past two years, 
that hardly means the scene no 
longer exists. Au contraire. Queer- 
core is alive and well, as this week¬ 
end’s Dirty Bird festival no doubt 
attests. 

“A lot of us involved are the 
ones producing the music, litera¬ 
ture, and output that gets called 
‘queercore’,” says Matt Woben- 
smith, editor of Outpunk, owner 
of the local record label of the 
same name, and one of the orga¬ 
nizers of Dirty Bird. “It makes 
sense that we would be the ones to 
do this sort of festival. And since 
so much ‘queercore’ stuff comes 
from San Francisco, this is the 
natural place to have this sort of 
event.”

sides, it was a way to explore the 
Dansmuseet collection, which is 
not open to the public.” 

Like most dance historians, 
Baer had heard of Ballets Suedois 
almost entirely through footnotes 
and references to the company in 
books about other major movers 
of modern ballet. None of Jean 
Borlin’s choreography had been 
preserved on film or in dance no¬ 
tation. It seems likely from exam¬ 
ination of the existing art works, 
as well as eye-witness accounts of 
the few surviving dancers, that ac¬ 
tual movement was a minimal 
part of a Ballet Suedois produc¬ 
tion. “It seems to have been more 
about art than about dance,” says 
Baer. “Which lends itself perfectly 
to an exhibition of this sort.” 

Ballets Suedois’ remarkable fu¬ 
sion of dance, theater, costume 
and set design, music and cinema, 
with creative forces ranging from 
African art and mythology to 
Swedish folk traditions, American 
jazz and French experimental 
film, embraced almost every 
avant-garde art movement of the 
early 20th century. As Baer writes 
in the catalog: “In contrast to Bor¬ 
lin’s single choreographic voice, 
32 painters representing 11 na¬ 
tionalities designed and executed 
costumes and backdrops for the 
23 ballets produced during the 
company’s existence.” 

Major impresario 

Like Diaghilev, Rolf de Mare 
started his career as an art collec¬ 
tor. Heir to a fortune, de Mare in 
his 20s formed a relationship with 
the bisexual Swedish painter Nils 
Dardel, who had studied with 
Matisse in Paris. Dardel helped 
his new friend acquire French 
modernist paintings and intro¬ 
duced him to Borlin, a talented 
young dancer from Stockholm’s 
Royal Opera. 

In the ’20s, homosexuality was 
considered a criminal offense in 
most European countries, but 
France was notable for its accep¬ 
tance of gay artists. Dardel per¬ 
suaded de Mare to form a dance 
company in Paris, away from the 
glowering censorship and scur¬ 
rilous press attacks of the Swedish 
middle class. 

Operating on artistic princi¬ 
ples similar to the Ballets Russes 
—- though de Mare was less musi¬ 
cally sophisticated than Diaghilev 
— the Ballets Suedois created 
eclectic, sometimes controversial 
works, all staged and choreo¬ 
graphed by Borlin, employing 
practitioners of such modern art 
movements as cubism, construc¬ 
tivism, expressionism, dada and 
surrealism. As always in modern 
art, the music lagged stylistically 
behind the visual arts, but the list 
of composers, writers and 
painters who contributed to Bor¬ 
lin’s vision is still staggering — 
Cole Porter, Darius Milhaud, 
Francis Poulenc, Erik Satie, Jean 
Cocteau, Paul Claudel, Fernand 
Leger, Giorgio di Chirico, Pierre 
Bonnard, Alexandre Steinlen and 
Francis Picabia. 

The most important piece of 
music to come out of the Ballet 
Suedois’ five years was Milhaud’s 
La Creation du Monde. With its 
employment of African mytholo¬ 
gy and jazz rhythms, Creation of 
the World is one of the first multi¬ 
cultural masterpieces. Borlin’s 
choreography is lost, but the 
backdrop by Fernand Leger is 
part of the Paris Modern exhibit.

S® hree-part pop quiz: What 
gay, art-loving impresario 
II founded what dance com¬ 
pany in Paris for what dancer- 
choreographer in the first part of 
this century? Easy answer: Sergei 
Diaghilev, the Ballets Russes and 
Vaslav Nijinsky. Tilt! 

Yes, that answer is correct, but 
it is not the only possible correct 
response. The other legitimate 
contenders are Rolf de Mare, the 
Ballets Suedois and Jean Borlin. 

Don’t feel bad about drawing 
a blank on impresario de Mare, 
his lover Borlin, and their five- 
year experiment in interdiscipli¬ 
nary performance art, the Ballet 
Suedois (the Swedish Ballet). 
They may have rivaled Diaghilev’s 
Ballets Russes in artistic daring, 
but virtually nobody has heard of 
them, which is why the exhibit 
that opened this week at San 
Francisco’s Palace of the Legion of 


Honor in Lincoln Park is so fasci¬ 
nating. - 

Called Paris Modern: The 
Swedish Ballet 1920-25, the exhib¬ 
it is another in a string of tri¬ 
umphant dance-art shows 
dreamed up by Nancy Van Nor¬ 
man Baer, curator of the S.F. Fine 
Arts Museums Theater and Dance 
collection, whose exhibits have fo¬ 
cused on 20th century dancers and 
avant-garde theater design — Loie 
Fuller, Bronislava Nijinska, the So¬ 
viet Constructivist movement. 

It was this latter show, Theater 
in Revolution, seen at the Legion 
of Honor in 1991-92, that intro¬ 
duced Baer to Erik Naslund, di¬ 
rector of Stockholm’s Dans¬ 
museet, which houses the major 
archival material from Rolf de 
Mare’s dance company. 

Impressed by Baer’s exhibit of 
Russian art materials, Naslund 
asked Baer if she could work the 
same magic on the Ballets Suedois 
collection? As Baer puts it, “Paris 
in the ’20s? Who could resist? Be¬

lencia Street corridor of the Mis¬ 
sion district, ground zero for SF’s 
burgeoning queer punk scene. 
“It’s not punk with a capital p,” 
explains Wobensmith, “but rather 
a loose gathering of freaks, artists, 
fringe-types, intellectuals. We’re 
do-it-yourselfers, by habit and by 
choice. Queercore is driven by 
dykes, and by grassroots people 
who really love smart and con¬ 
scious music. This is not simply a 
rock festival! Queercore is cere¬ 
bral; it’s not bong-sucking back¬ 
ground music or industry-pro¬ 
duced teenage entertainment.” 

Aware of queercore’s impor¬ 
tance to young, just-coming-out 
queers, the Dirty Bird people 
often went to frustrating lengths 
to make sure its events would be 
open to people under 21. “All-ages 
events are vital,” claims Woben¬ 
smith. “Our gay culture is ex¬ 
tremely ageist and exclusionary, 
and a large part of our audience

are teenagers. It’s important to 
have events that everyone can get 
into.

predatory environment of clubs. 
It’s important for young people 
and outsiders to be able to con¬ 
tribute to the idea of alternative 
gay culture in a way that is intelli¬ 
gent, hands-on, and exciting.” 

Certainly with the number of 
events scheduled, there’s plenty 
for queer punks to get excited 
about. But why the oddball name? 
Why not simply ‘Queercore ’96’? 
“That seemed too plain, too uno¬ 
riginal, too pretentious,” explains 
Wobensmith. “‘Queercore’, the 
term itself, was originated mostly 
by media — it seems odd to fol¬ 
low that path. We wanted an idea 
that was uniquely ours, that 
steered away from cliche and had 
different meanings. It’s also a 
good name because birds are such 
expressive animals. That’s a good 
example of the kind of dorks run¬ 
ning this show.” T

I f anyone could lay claim to being 
the father of the modern gay liber¬ 
ation movement, it is Harry Hay. 
Hay founded the early homophile or¬ 
ganization, the Mattachine Society, 
way back in 1948. He introduced the 
idea of gay men and women as a cul¬ 
tural minority in the early ’50s. And, 
in the late ’70s, Hay was instrumental 
in calling and organizing the first Rad¬ 
ical Faerie gathering. From his out¬ 
spoken youth to his status as revered— 
and irreverent—elder, Hay has always 
been a visionary, a pedagogue, and a 
flamboyant attention-getter. 

Now the scholar Will Roscoe has 
brought out a collection of Hay’s pa¬ 
pers and speeches, Radically Gay: Gay 
Liberation in the Words of Its Founder 
(Beacon Press). Roscoe writes, “Harry 
Hay is the Lesbian & Gay movement’s 
living Malcolm X— the unassimilable 
radical who returns in every genera¬ 
tion to inspire those young-at-heart... 
He is the Gay movement’s antidote to 
complacency.” 

In Radically Gay's pages we find the 
concluding sentence of the New Mem¬ 
ber Welcoming Ritual of the first Gay 
Liberation Movement in the United 
States, the original Mattachine Society: 
“Let us hereby resolve that no young 
person among us need ever take his 
first step out into the dark alone and 
afraid again!” ▼
